Thus, with England 
charging Parise and Rome different 
interest rates, they will be unable 
to protest if Washington differ- 
entiates between the French and 


British interest rates. 


It has been hinted to the French 
government that any action toward 
@® reduction of armaments would 
aid greatly in assuaging American 
public opinion toward easing pay- 
French officials 
have pointed out that a- reduction 
of military service from eighteen 
months to one year virtually re- 
duces the army one-third.

WITH RADICALS 


His Opposition to Coolidge 
Convinces Rail Unions 


San Bernardino Trainmen 
Back His Candidacy 
Couple Him and La Follette 

in Indorsement 


(EXCLUSIVE DIispaTcH) 
SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 9.— 
Congressman Phil D. Swing's op- 
position to Republican administra- 
tion measures has won for him a 
position on the labor-unton ticket 


of Swing and La Follette, an- 
nounced here today. The La Fol- 
lette-Swing labor ticket, support- 
ed by unions and political radi- 
cals, formally was placed in the 
field following a conference be- 
tween Swing and union leaders at 
which Swing was able to clear 
himself of the charge he was in 
accord with the Coolidge adminis- 
tration, bitterly opposed by train 
and railroad workers. 

The surprising outcome of the 
conference was the indorsement of 
the nonpartisan political commit- 
tee which controls the majority of 
the Socialist vote of this county. 
N. A. Richardson, secretary of the 
committee and a Socialist of na- 
tion-wide influence, heads the 
Swing forces. Funds are being 
raised to finance the campaign to 
reach all the unions of Southern 
California. during the next two 
weeks. 

Representations of certain 
pers that Swing was aligned with 
the Coolidge forces and had the 
indorsement of the administration 
threatened to create differences 
between the La Follette and Swing 
factions of labor. These represen- 
tations were shown to be without 
basis to the satisfaction of the 
labor leaders at the conference, 
according to reports which were 
authenticated by the immediate 
indorsement of the La Follette- 
Swing ticket. 


TRAINMEN BITTER 

Especially bitter toward the 
Coolidge administration are. the 
trainmen who were refused a 
large wage increase by the Rail- 
road Labor Board within recent 
weeks and were the agitators to 
have the Howell-Barclay bill, 
abolishing the board and clearing 
the path to wholesale pay in- 
creases, called out of the House 
committee room by the La Fol- 
lette group.

JAPAN SECURITY UPSET 

Japan and Russia have been 
sparring over the question of 
recognition more than eighteen 
months. For a long time Japan 
semed to have the whip hand and 
made her terms high. She wanted 
to take the north end of Sak- 
halin Island—with the oll re- 
sources coveted by the military 
and industrial leaders—as com- 
pensation for the massacre of 
Japanese at Nikolaievsk during the 
occupation of Siberia. She also de- 
manded that many concessions 
gained from reactionary govern- 
ments in Siberia should de rati- 
fied, extensive fishing rights be 
given and guarantees extended 
against propaganda or hostile 
movements directed at Japan. 

In the winter her militariate 
were even busily engaged in help- 
ing the “White” Russians te pre- 
pare expeditions to retake Wast- 
ern Siberia. At that time Japan 
was developing an entente with 
France, which designed to strike 
at the Moscow soviet from east 
and west. 

But several things happened to 
upset Japans whole situation. 
Poincare was overthrown in France 
and Herriot came in pledged to 
recognize the soviet. America dealt 
a blow to Japanese eng by 
adopting the Exclusion Law. nal- 
ly the soviet conyinced the Peking 
government it was in danger of 
being overthrown by Japan and 
France, through their suppoft of 
Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian 
So China recognized the 
Moscow government in order to get 
an active friend: and Japan was 
faced with a possible combination 
of China and Russia against her 
lone self. Her security was gone. 


A BOOMERANG ARMY 

What made things worse was 
the fact that Chang Tso-lin was 
ready to change allegiance as soon 
as he saw how the balance of 
power had shifted. The dictator 
of Manchuria had been an instru- 
ment of the Japanese in their de- 
signs on Peking, having taken that 
city once in their interest. The 
helped him last winter to rebuild, 
retain and ream his army until, 
a few months ago, it was consid- 
ered strong enough to go after Pe- 
king again. But Chang hase been 
dickering with the Russians. If 
his well-trained army should co- 
Operate with one from Siberia a 
lot of trouble could be made in 
Manchuria, and perhaps in Ko- 
rea, for a Japan which is sorely 
beset by financial and political 
troubles. 


Therefore, Tokio has had to 
make overtures to Moscow. The 
cabinet has decided in principle 
that the soviet government te suf- 
ficiently stable to receive recogni- 
tion. A new set of terms has been 
drafted for the negotiations which 
have begun in Peking between the 
Jupanese minister and Karakhan, 
the soviet envoy. 


Russia is now setting the high 
price. For one thing. it is an- 
nounced she will not give up the 
Baghalien oil to Japan but will 
protect the vast concession granted 
to the American Sinclair concern, 
which includes this oil. Thereby 
Americans also become pieces in 
this very intricate diplomatic game. 
It ie to Moscow's: interest to have 
us tively interested in the North 
Pacific, as we would be if large 
American capital were engaged in 
developing Eastern Siberia: It is 
also useful to have powerful Ameri- 
2 working for recognition of the 
soviet. 


RUMANIA LOSES BACKING 


The troubles in the Near East 
are equally due to the upsets in 
the west. In the winter Rumania 
was encouraged by France (under 
Poincare) to resist the demand of 
Hussia for a compromise of their 
dispute over the province of Bes- 
sarabia. Rumania stood firm in 
the belief that France and France’s 
les would stand by her if she 
were attacked. 


But now France under Herriot 
is enltivating Russia. Herriot has 
small sympathy with monarchistic 
Rumania. Therefore the Russians 
have renewed their intrigues 
ugainst this state, concentrating 
armies on the Bessarabian frontier 
and stirring up internal troubles. 
The same sort of thing ie being 
done with Bulgaria. The hundreds 
of thousands of Russians in Turkey 
are whispering that they may soon 
greet an army of their country- 


men. 
Whether they are blu 


or not 
and the condition of the Ruesian 
army indicates. blufng— lot of 


war talk is emanating f:om Mos- 
cow. Trotsky's new commander- 
in-chief, Gen. runze, makes ut- 
terances in this strain: 

“The Red army must prepare for 
action, for the moment ie ap- 
pfoaching when the Communist 
Internationale will lead millions of 
proletarians into the fierce battle

asserted by the Eyesight Conserva- 
tion Council of America which, 
in a statement sent to directors of 
summer schools throughout the 
country, urges organized conserva- 
tion of vision as a social] and 
economic need. The council points 
out that poor eyesight is respon- 
sible for much of the retardation 
in schools, and makes public the 
results of investigations showing 
that a large proportion of back- 
ward children have visual defects. 

Approximately 25 per cent of all 
school children in the United 
States, the council finds, are re- 
tarded in their studies and fully 
one-third of this retardation is 
conservatively estimated as due to 
defective vision. If this is a cor- 
rect estimate, there are at least 
2,000,000 school children in the 
United States one or more years 
behind in their st::dies because of 
defective vision, says the council's 
report.

Aug. 9.—Caves in 
the mountains, seventy miles 
southwest of Ely in which savants 
of the University of Nevada have 
found ancient writings today were 
closed to the public by Gov. 
Scrugham. The writings, in red 
and black ochre, in a number of 
mall caves near the Lehman caves 
which recently were dedicated as

Dr. B. F. Schappell of the depart- 
ment of modern languages of the 
University of Nevada to be almost 
duplicates of upper Paleolithic 
drawings in the caves of the 
Pyrenees Mountains which recent- 
ly attracted great interest among 
archaeologists.

Partially on this basis, opposition 
is expressed to construction of the 
proposed Phoentx-Blythe pave- 
ment, with an involved State bond 
issue of $3.500,000. Dick Wick 
Hall, poet-philosopher of the Sa- 
lome section, though on the route 
of the highway, has declared 
against the bond issue, with state- 
ment that $250,000 would make a 
boulevard of the road, as its route 
is through a country abounding 
in good native road material.

Valuable Luggage Go to “Graveyard”

desk and wonders about that. Then he goes down into the bagdage- 
room to see a shipment of “dead trunks” off to their particular grave- 


yard, arid he is still more mystified 


on the heap. 

A trunk or suit case dies very 
much as a letter does. As weeks 
go by and no one comes to claim 
it the trunk or suit case gath- 
ers dust and mold among the bag- 
gage piles, until it is shipped to 
= central office in San Fran-

baggage checked on the train after 
thirty days or to one left in the

waves, may seem the distorted dream of a dyspeptic oil mag- 
nate, the night after a Senatorial investigation, but Jules Verne 
indulged in wilder visions, and it is not without the bounds of 
possibility that tourists a generation hence may survey Cali- 
fornia’s oil fields from the vantage of a glass-bottomed boat. 


Just how the geological and me- 
chanical difficulties involved are to 
be solved, are questions for the oll 
industry to tackle. To the faith- 
ful recorder of petroleum’s prog- 
ress, it is sufficient to point out 
that there is geological warrant 
for the supposition that ofl does 
exist under the ocean, and to ob- 
serve that if ever oll is needed 
badly enough, the genius of Amer- 
fean drillers will find a way to get 
it. 


STRUCTURES POINT TO OCEAN 


It is an established geological 
fact that the great structure of the 
Los Angeles Basin, if extended to 
the southwest, which is their gen- 
eral direction, will come up in the 
Pacific Ocean. The Newport- 
Inglewood told is a case in point, 


and if the southwestern limit of 


the Torrance field continues to be 


pushed southward, it soon will be 


somewhere in the vicinity of San 
Pedro Channel. There is no 
geologist who will assert that ter- 


restrial structures and formations 


are chopped off abruptly at tide- 
water, and there is on the other 


hand a large school of scientists 
who believe that California's oil 


fields may very probably lie mostly, 
under salt water. 

There is no lack of evidence that 
oll does exist under the ocean. All 


along the coasts of California may 


be found specimens of tar, and 


sometimes of ozokerite, supposedly 
washed up on the shore from some 


submarine seepage. This phenom- 
enon is not confined to California, 
and there are several parts of the 
world where there is every evi- 
dence of the existence of petroleum 
under the sea. Ond such place is 
off the north coast of the Caspian 
Sea, where press dispatches a few 
months ago carried 
gas and oil which burst up through 
the waves, a few miles offshore. 
In the Gulf of Mexico, about thirty 
miles from the mouth of the Sa- 


bine River, considerable quantities 


of oil are said to appear on the 
surface, sufficient to break the 
waves, and make it a most desir- 
able place for small vessels to ride 
out a Gulf squall. 


ONE OCEAN FIELD WORKED 


If these fragments of evidence 
are not enough, there is the in- 
disputable fact of an oil field ac- 
tually developed in the ocean at

There ig therefore, 

for the argument that oil does not 
exist under the ocean. According 
to a generally held ecological! 
theory, the region which is now 
Ventura county, once was a great 
bay, encircled by high mountains. 
The still water in the coves and in- 
lets of the bay, favored the exis- 
tence of the tiny o isms, half- 
animal, half-vegetable, called dia- 
toms, which lived and died through 
countless ages, and furnished the 
sources from which petroleum un- 
der the heat and pressure of sub- 
sequent geological 
distilled. Today, a portion of that 
great, prehistoric bay is elevated, 
and under its floor the rich oll 
fields of Ventura county have been 
found. A portion of it is still sub- 
merged, and the Channel Islands, 
once mountains, mark its extent. If 
the floor of the Santa Barbara Chan- 
nel could be explored, many geol- 
ogists are certain that other fields 
as rich as Ventura county’s would 
be found. 


Some day the mainland oil wells 


will go dry. Then scientists and 
inventors will get busy, and figure 
out a way to locate submarine oil. 
In a few generations, maybe less, 
we may see geological expeditions 
setting boldly forth in submarines, 
clad in divers’ helmets and water- 
proof sults,

JURISDICTION QUESTION 

And when they have located 
their structures, a new question 
will arise. Under whose jurisdic- 


tion will the new oil fields be, be- 
yond the three-mile limit, now 
recognized as the international 
boundary? There will be a fruit- 
ful field of international dissoute, 
which may take the place that by 
then will be vacated by the oll 
fields of Mosul and Persia. A new 
cause of international rivalry will 
be discovered. The question might 
even precipitate another Congres- 
sional investigation. 

And then the question of drin- 
ing will arise. How to extract the 
precious fluid that Hes thousands 
of feet under a gurface, which is 
itself hundreds of fathoms under 
water’? Drillers will have to learn

Who can look at the olive-cov- 
ered hills of Hollywood without 
thinking of the Palestine hills, 
crowned with wild olive? The olive 
equally as symbolic as the palm, is 
entwined with biblical and occult

Nile 5000 years before Christ, and 
their leaves were used for decora- 
tion purposes long before King Tut 
sat on the throne of ancient ypt. 
Acacia branches may be seen 
painted and sculptured on the 
walls of ancient Egyptian tomba. 

The bamboo comes from Japan, 
the spruce from Norway, and the 
pepper tree from the heart of 
China. Perhaps it was the pep- 
per tree, covered with its blood- 
red berries that Aladdin saw in 
the underground garden when he 
claimed to see a tree loaded with 
rubies. 

But the most interesting, the 
most mysterious,” and perhaps 
the tree of greatest antiquity which 
has been admitted to horticultural 
citizenship in California is the 
eucalyptus. Just as the seqouila 


except in California, 60 the eu- 
calyptus is indigenous only to Au- 
stralia. Travelers from Australia 
brought the seeds here about six- 
ty-five years ago and at that time 
the seed sold for $50 a pound. 
Occultists declare that the eu- 
calyptus is a remnant of. the lost 
continent of Lemuria, a land old- 
er than the lost Atlantis, and that 
besides its well known healing and 
purifying qualities it has many 


ago the Italian Campagna was a 
region of miasmic vapor.

thie manner. 

Trees have played an important 
part in the history and traditions 
of all nations. In Greek and Ro- 
man mythology each g0d and 
goddess had some special tree, set 
apart and sacred. In Hebrew tra- 
dition the Tree of Life,” bearing 
twelve kinds of fruit and bestow- 
ing the gift of eternal life, grew 
In the center of the garden. Long 


there were tongues in trees,“ the 
‘Arab had his fable of the singing 
and the talking tree. Buddha re- 
lated that it wae beneath the 
brariches of the bodhi tree in In- 
dia that he received his first - 
lumination. From the gacred oaks 
of Dodona the Greeks took coun- 
sel. It was under an English oak 
that the Magna Charta was signed. 
It was in the shade of an eim that 
Washington took command of the 
American Army. William Penn's 
Treaty with the Indians, a treaty 
which was never broken, was wit- 
nessed only by a tree. And here

Man is indebted to the tree for 
his house, his furniture, his Pull- 
man car, the ship which bears 
him across the sea, and the plane 
which carries him into the sky.

Each root and 
fiber that reaches out graé@ps the 
earth like fingers and serves the 
two-fold purpose of preventing av 
alanches and keeping the disin- 
tegrating material where it, too, 
in time will be transmuted into 
soll. Every leaf that falls from 
the tree adds permanence and pro- 
ductiveness to the earth and in 
every seed or acorn dropped there 
is conserving power.

When at last a forest has grown 
up and a deep leaf mould has 
formed above its roots, this be- 
comes a reservoir to hold the fan- 
ing rain and absorb the melting 
now so that the water siowly - 
ters into the earth and feeds the 
strearns instead of rushing in tor- 
rents down the mountain side.

The devastating forest fires that 
have raged through California this 
year havé robbed the landscape of 
te beauty; they have imperiled hu- 
man lives and brought suffering 
and inconvenience to thousands. 
This wanton waste of trees, this 
criminal destruction of an intense- 
ly useful and supremely beautiful 
entity, should be regarded as only 
a little less culpable than the tak- 
ing of human life. The safety, the 
‘sanitation and the happiness of 
future generations Will suffer de- 
cause of the ravaging fires which 
have swept California like a cruel, 
vindicative, useless war.

L. Kreider, local 
agent for the line. 

The Korea Maru sails out of 
here on her first regular trip for 
Honolulu and the Orient Septem- 
ber 23, and will be followed Octo- 
ber 21 by the Siberia Maru, the 
two largest and fastest trans-Paci- 
fic liners touching Undted States 
shores, clipping eighteen to twen- 
ty-one knots an hour. 

Thereafter the liners will call at 
this port after visiting San Fran- 
cisco every four weeks and if busi- 
ness justifies it, the line may add 
three other large liners, the Tenyo 
Maru, Shinyo Maru and the Taiyo 
Maru. The trip from Los Angeles 
to Yokohama will be made in 
eighteen days, including stops at 
San Francisco and Honolulu and to 
Hongkong in twenty-eight days. 

The Anyo Maru docked from 
South America yesterday with 160 
passengers, representing thirteen 
nationalities, although only twelve 
disembarked -here. hey included 
Mrs. Zenaida de Benitez, wife of 
the chief of the Treasury Depart- 
ment of Panama, and five children, 
who have come for a six months’ 
visit with Mrs. Benitez’s cousin, 
Robert Contrerez a real estate 
dealer of Los Angeles.

WAR ON ON QUACKS 


Medical fo Drive 
Out Doctors 


Congress Will be Asked to 
Shield Ignorant Public 


Superstitious Preyed Upon; 
Charlatan Places Razed

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 9.—-The

¢ which 


students of the Mexican Faculty of 
Medicine are making strenuous 
efforts to eliminate the thousands 
ef quack doctors, both male and 
female, who hitherto have been 
perfectly free to practice medicine 
throughout the republic without 
any pretense to medical qualifica- 
tions, and with the consequent 
danger to the public health. 

The general body of Mexican 
students claim that they hold no 
objection to foreign medical men 
exercising their profession in the 


country, but they, are determined 


that all shall be tested by Mexi- 
can experts, and that the present 
pernicious system of revalidating 
any old title by university em- 
ployees, shall be abolished. There 
is an article of the Mexican Con 
gress, which deals effectively with 
this question, t it has 
more honored in the breach than 
by the observance, and the stu- 
dents intend to petition the next 
elected chamber to have the law 
put into strict force. If their re- 
quest is not granted, they state 
they will take such steps as may 
be deemed necessary to clear the 
republic of the increasing number 
of pseudo-medical men, who 80 
long have preyed upon certain 
classes of an ignorant and over- 
confiding public. 


INCLINES TO “QUACKS” 

Mexico perhaps is unique as re- 
gards “quacks” ‘of any kind, be 
they medical, homeopathic, dental 
or otherwise. Temperamentally 
superstitious, the lower class in- 
clines naturally to the unusual 
and general mysterious treatment 
meted out by the sham doctor or 
dentist. There also is in Mexico, 
quite an army of women, known 
as curanderas,“ whose hold on 
the lower classes is nothing less 
than extraordinary. They are the 
most prolific handlers of sick in- 
fants, this perhaps having 
some influence on the _ infant- 
ile mortality of the republic, 
is about the high- 
est in the world. It is no exag- 
geration to state that 90 per cent 
of the infants of the lower-class 
Mexican mother, needing medical 
attention, are taken to a “curan- 
dera.“ in preference to a medical 
man. 

The campaign now being 
against these “quacks” 
Mexico City medical 
intense and anybody with a knowl- 
edge of such students well knows 
that they are capable of carrying 
out any threat they make. Only 
a few days ago, a number of them 
presented themselves in marching 
formation before the clinic of a 
so-called dentist on one of the 
city’s main avenues. This dental 
establishment was one of the best 
fitted in the city, the owner having 
adorned the street front with nu- 
merous examples of his work in 
the way of false teeth and fittings, 
together with cases containing 
thousands of teeth extracted by 
the owner during many years of 
practice as a dentist. To the con- 
fiding public, this man was a 
qualified dentist, and displayed a 
sign that he belonged to the Fac- 
ulty of Mexico. 


STUDENTS WRECK PLACE 

The students, hnowever, knew 
better and it took them but a few 
minutes to tear down and destroy 
his sign, following this action by 
destroying all his show cases and 
generally breaking up the whole 
establishment. It was a good ex- 
ample of what the Mexican stu- 
dent describes as direct action, 
and is prophetic of what will hap- 
pen to all “quacks” unless the 
authorities protect properly quali- 
fied medical or dental men and 
women.

In this particular case, the group 
stated that, in one way or another, 
they had either been cured, or were 
being successfully treated for their 
respective maladies by a certain 
Dr. Alfredo Magallon, a~so-called 
practitioner with elaborate consult- 
ing rooms on one of the city’s 
main but not aristocratic thorough- 
fares. They stated that the cam- 
paign to do away with “quacks” 
was all wrong, and that each and 
every one of them had long ago 
been given up as hopeless cases 
by recognized medical men. Among 
them were blind persons, maimed, 
cripples, and sick of all diseases; 
even the blind claimed that Magal- 
lon’s treatment was curing them. 


PROTEST AT CAMPAIGN 


This strange band of derelicts 
brought two official spokesmen and 
they stated they had come to pro- 
test against the direct action 
against quacks which had been 
threatened by the students of the 
Mexican Faculty of Medicine. They 
also stated that Dr. Magallon in- 
tended to leave Mexico, and that 
should his departure materialize, it 
would be fatal as the treatment 
they were receiving at his hands 
was invaluable to their well-being. 

The “personal magnetism” of 
the doctor was cited as the main 
success of his treatment, and here- 
in perhaps lies the right of Mex- 
ico's students to clear out all such 
asserted charlatans for the good of 
the community. 


The small army of human 
wrecks, after applauding their 
spokesmen, hobbled and groped 


their way out Excelsior’s offices 
quite satisfied with themselves and 
still loyal to their asserted quack 
healer.

As the temperature was 62.5 de- 
gress below zero Fahrenheit when 
the picture was taken, special elec- 
tric warming devices had to be 
used for the camera as reg as 
for the aviators. 

The wee of ray aut ont 
ground haze makes it possible to 
take pictures of equal clearness at 
any practicable altitude, Army Air 
Service experts say. The haze oc- 
curs up to an altitude .of from 
8000 to 10,000 feet, above which 
the atmosphere is exceedingly 
clear.— [Kansas City Star.

JOKE STARTS GRAVEYARD 


Man's Proposal Made in ſest Carried Oui by Pals by 
Mistake; He Furnishes Corpse

On the great Warner ranch in San Diego county, a few miles from 
the hot springs resort, is a little cluster of seven graves. They are just 
off the frequently traveled road leading to Montezuma and San Felipe 
valleys, but are not visible from the road and very few of the residents 
of that section are aware of their existence. 
and but for fragments of a single marble slab they would not be 
noticed by a pedestrian who might 85 


But in the origin of this little 
burying-ground js a story of throb- 
bing interest. The graves are on 
a knoll a few hundred feet back 
of the old Butterfield stage sta- 
tion in Buena Vista Valley, one of 
the stopping places of what was 
the longest stage line in the world, 
extending from St. Louis to San 
Francisco, in operation before the 
Civil War. 

Prior to the establishmegt of the 
stage line Keaney and Kit Car- 
son halted here with their dragoons 


in 1846, on the march from the 
San Felipe. Valley via Warner’s, 
to San Pasqual Valley, where in a 
short, but bloody battle, they met 
Andres Pico and his native army. 
The first vehicles to pass through 
this territory were those of the 
“Mormon Battalion” under Lieut.- 
Col. Cooke, who followed this 
route on his way from Leaven- 
worth to San Diego in 1847. 


STOP FOR TRAVELERS 


Through the middle part of the 
littie Buena Vista Valley runs a 


cienaga with a line of large cot- 


tonwood trees, affording water and 
shade to some of the many thou- 
sands of sleek cattle which range 
the big ranch. The stage station, 
built of adobe, with wooden “lean- 
to” and porches, was not only 
patronized by cross-country trav- 
elers, but was also a resort for the 
prospectors who thronged that 
region in the early days, and the 
cattlemen who looked after the 
herds in the surrounding territory. 
Saturday night always found a 
crowd of these rough-and-ready 
frontiersmen gathered at the sta- 
tion, where they spent the eve- 
ning swapping stories, gambling, 
drinking and carousing generally. 

On the Sunday morning follow- 
ing a particularly wild carousal, 
when all were stili stupefied from 
the night's orgy. some one re- 
marked: 

“Well, we done about everything 
there was to do last night, but if 
anybody can start anything new we 
will do it now.” 


START GRAVEYAKD | 

Said another, stretching himself 
and yawning: Well, the only thing 
I can think of that we did not do 
was to start a graveyard.” 

That's right,“ said the first 
speaker. We did not do that, but 
we'll do it right now, and you'll 


de be the one we'll start it with.” 


The new idea was welcomed by 
all except the one who suggested 
it. A range rider produced a rope, 
and the victim was escorted to a 
large sycamore tree a few hundred 
feet from the house. The rope was 
thrown over a limb, and as they 


thought., adjusted about the man's 


neck so as not to strangle him 


for no one really intended to take 


his life. Then he was hauled up 
into the air, and with much hilar- 
ity the rest of the company went 
into the house to breakfast, leav- 
ing the unfortunate victim of their 
practical joke helplessly dangling. 

Returning to the sycamore tree 
after breakfast to release their 
companion from his uncomfortable 
position, they found him dead. In 


their befuddled condition they had 


bungled in adjusting the rope,

we thus save? Has this time-saving helped 
us to gain greater real happiness, greater 
knowledge and greater tranquillity of spirit 
than father enjoyed in his motorless days? 
Or have we spent the hours we have saved 
in dashing farther afd still farther over the 
highway—100, 200 or 300 miles in a day in 
that swift motion so delightful to the senses 
and in receiving vague impressions more 
enjoyable than permanent? 

In doing this rushing about we have 
had one of those “good times” so dear 
to the American heart and to the feverish 
American brain. And we have good times 
in planning and building. in buying and 
selling and tn our gregarious feasts, in the 
atergoing, in dancing and other social at- 
fairs, in making a stir in the world and in 
a lot of other interesting and enjoyable and 
more or less innocent ways. 

It was probably in the matter cf planning 
and building and turning out all manner of 
material things that Arnold ht we 
found so much joy that we made our sat- 
isfaction in it an end in itself. And to be 
materially employed certainly is a desirable 
thing. but again this is not everything. 
What we have built is good. Anything that 
is built is good if it serves a really progres- 
sive purpose. But the house, the dock or 
the machine built is only a beginning. We 
start from that. or rather we should start 
from it, but what we really do is to go on 
building, for it would seem that our mate- 
ria) natures must ever occupy themselves 
with material things. 

When we relax and rest a while from our 
labors all we can think of is having a god 
time. These good times, spent with hardly 
% much as a superficial show of studious 
thought. are all very well for a holiday or 
a vacation, but why should we permit them 
to consume every spare moment of our 
lives? With our feverish labor on one side 
and a good time on the other and our sleep- 
ing hours in between, when are we going 
to learn how to distinguish between real 
works cf art, real books and real musical 
compositions and false ones? In our social 
good tinfes we have become acquainted wit 
the affluent Brown and the opulent Smith, 
and that is something; but how are we ever 
going to know Plato and Montaigne, who 
are something more? 

We have good times—yes, but what in- 
‘finitely better times we might have if we 
possessed the scholarly attainments neces- 
gary to the enjoyment of higher things. 
Nature would reveal to us a richer, more 
lustrous and more significant beauty, art 
weuld open for us her treasure house, and 
what would we not gain in true spirituality 
and lasting happiness by a close familiarity 
with the best literature? What riches might 
we not find in the realm of poetry alone! 
Ask any scholar what he would take to be 
deprived of these treasures of the mind. 
He will tell you there is no price for which 
he would give them up. They are and al- 
ways will be his chiefest possession. Then 
why? mould his neighbcr, bent only upon 
material affairs and having a good time, not 
take a little pains to secure his share of 
them?

(COMMUNISTIC “KULTUR” 

Although he has been dead for thirteen 
years, Count Leo Tolstoi was tried before a 
soviet tribunal recently in Moscow. The 
purpose of the arraignment was to decide 
the question of the fitness of the Slavic 
genius to be read by the rising young Red 
generation. Lunacharsky, Minister of Edu- 
cation, pleaded the cause of Russia's great 
writer most eloquently for one hour and a 
half, while Madame Kroupskaya, commonly 
known as Madame Lenin, common-law wife 
of the deceased Communist chief, enacted 
the role of prosecuting attorney. 

There were two major charges made 
against Tolstoi. First, that “he is culpable 
ef spreading his petty bourgeois ideas 
persistently” and that, although a believer 
in the Socialistic theory, he “never wrote in 
favor of a dictatorship of the proletariat.” 
After much clash of opposing ideas he was 
finally exonerated on the latter dreadful 
charge on the ground that he could not well 
write of it, since, in the benighted epoch in 
which he lived, it had not been heard of. 


Madame Kroupskaya was for having his 
entire literary output barred, but the jury, 
after a short deliberation, brought back a 
verdict of guilty against the dead author 
solely on the first count emphasizing the 
fact that he had also been guilty of the hein- 
ous crime cf being “an officer in the Czar’s 
army, a nobleman and a landlord.” Most 
of his great works were declared to be in- 
nocuous from a Communist viewpoint, with 
the exception of “Anna Karenina” and “Res- 
urrection,” which were characterized as of- 
fensively bourgeois. Therefore, all homes, 
Hbraries, schools and universities were or-

A three- 
point fix or bearing was received, 
and while not absolutely accurate, 
it was sufficiently accurate for any 
aircraft operations, the commander 
of the Shenandoah reports. 


The United States Department of 
Commerce announces that China 
has awakened to the lure of radio. 
One of the leading Peking newspa- 
pers has installed a transmitting 
station and is broadcasting regu- 
lar programs daily, consisting of 
educational talks, orchestral selec- 
tions and vocal numbers.

Advisory Commission in 

Chicago to Aid Council 

and Mayor 

An experiment which will be 
carefully watched by the radio fans 
throughout the United States is now 
under test in Chicago. It is the 
Mayor’s Radio Commission, cre- 
ated by the City Council and ap- 
pointed by Mayor Dilliam E. Dever. 


The commission has no legal pow- 
ers but is to act in an advisory 


capacity to the Mayor and the City 


Council in all matters affecting ra- 
dio. 

The commission is planned,”

“Listeners, themselves, will be

mission for action. Broadcasters, 
too, will be represented and from 
them we are confident we will get 
100 per cent co-operation. 

“Another important reason for 
a commission ig the fact that in the 
last few years practically every 
form of popular entertainment en- 
joyed by the people has been sub- 
ject to attack from minority 
groups who seek to regulate by 
sumptuary law every minute of 
our lives from the cradle to the 
grave. A commission, operating 
efficiently, can shield the radio 
listener and the broadcaster from 
these attacks and can do a great 


deal to prevent oppressive regula- 
tion.”

VACATION TRIPS 


Rural Districts Excel Cities 
for Air Reception 
Static end Feding Harder to 
Battle in Summer 


Simple Sets Any Autoist Can 
Construct Explained 


BY R. H. LANGLEY 
The vacation trip offers many 
advantages from the radio stand- 
point, whether we are interested 
in experimenting, or merely in 
being entertained. The rural dis- 


tricts with their usual lack of 
steel buildings and intricate light- 
ing net works are ordinarily far 
more favorable to radio reception 
than the crowded metropolitan dis- 
tricts. The signal strength from 
distant broadcasting stations is 
often measurably greater in the 
open spaces of the country. This 
in itself offers an interesting pos- 
sibility of comparison between the 
results obtained in the city, and 
those obtained in the country. 
There are, of course, certain 
enemies of radio reception, which 
will follow us to the mountains or 
the sea-shore and, which in the 
very nature of things, are worse 
in the summer time. Static and 
fading, calling these by their 
popular names, are worse in the 
summer time largely because of 
the great number of hours of day- 
light, and the fact that the effect 
of this daylight lasta well into the 
night. The sun acts on the at- 
mosphere for many hours and 
leaves it in a disturbed condition 
from which it does not recover 
during the few hours of darkness. 
Whatever static may be, and 
we do not pretend to understand 
it thoroughly today, we do know 
that it is worse in the summer 
time and it is probably the result 
of the sun’s action over a large 
number of daylight hours tn warn- 
ing the earth's atmosphere and 
thus creating excessive electrical 
disturbances in it, which last 


‘|through the night. 


Recent investigations have indi- 
cated that fading is also due to 
the action of sunlight although 
probably because of an entirely 
different effect. Fading is the re- 
sult of two waves arriving at the 
receiving station in such a relation 
as to periodically cancel each 
other. One of these waves has 
traveled over the ground, and the 
other has gone up into the upper 
layets of the atmosphere and has 
been reflected back to the earth. 
The sun creates these reflecting 
surfaces, and they last long after 
darkness has fallen. 

Almost any radio set will do 
very nicely or this purpose. It 
must, of course, be built with suf- 
ficient strength to withstand the 
trip. It need not have any great 
degree of selectivity unless we are 
going to be near a powerful sta- 
tion. The ordin 
regenerative receiver in plenty 
selective enough for us out in the 
country. The radio set may be 
installed permanently in the car 
and the vacuum tubes may be 
lighted from the starting battery. 

The set can be wired up direct- 
ly to this battery, the switch or 
the rheostats on the set being 
ample to disconnect the resiever 
from the batery. Almost any car 
will have some pocket, or space 
under the seats where the B bat- 
terles can be installed. It the 
vacuum tube filaments are lighted 
from the starting battery, it will 
probably not be possible to use the 
radio set while the engine is going, 
due to the noise which will come 

through the battery. 

For the sets that must have an 
antenna, à very nice method is as 
follows: Use a single strand of 
ordinary lamp cord. This wire is

insulation which will protect it if 
it touches parts of the automobile 
Let this 
piece of wire be, say, sixty feet 
long. Get fifty or seventy-five 
feet of good stout braided cotton 
fish line. This should be of the va- 
riety used for salt water fishing. 
Tie a cord on the end of the wire. 
and at the other end of the cord 
tie a stone a little smaller than 


our fist. Have this ready in the 


car carefully coiled so that it can 
easily be unwound. : 


When you are ready to put up 
the antenna select the best tree 
that is available. Lay the coiled 
antenna carefully on the ground 
so that it will unwind freely and 
throw the stone over a branch of 
the tree. The cord will carry the 
wire up into the tree. Now pull 
the wire back so that the joint be- 
tween the cord and wire is just 
clear of the branch of the tree. 
The cord will act as an insulator 
and will be all that is necessary 
except in very rainy weather. Now 
coll up what is left of the wire. 
tie it to the top of the car and 
connect the other end to the radio 
set. It will be found that an an- 
tenna of this kind is very satis- 
factory for short periods, and it is 
inexpensive and easy to put up and 
take down. 


For a ground connection use the 
body ot the car. Connect the 
ground terminal to some point on 
the car which you are quite sure 
connects to the body, the frame 
and the engine. Ordinarily this 
will be an ample ground due to 
the capacity between the car and 
the earth, the car being insulated 
from the earth by the rubber tire. 


If you are anxious to secure a 
better ground, throw a coil of bare 
of insulation wire into a neighbor- 
ing well or brook, or lake, allow- 
ing it to unwind as much as pos- 
sible to connect the end of this 


| wire to the ground terminal. If 


there is no water near, lay an in- 
sulated wire along the ground, di- 
rectly under the antenna.

rant being made to Antonio 
, alle, father of the Del Valle 
Sonera, and it been in this 
family ever since or about sixty- 
three years. 
A land grant in the early days 
of California, during Spanish rule 
and later under Mexican, involved 
no particular effort and was a 
simple arrangement. All that a 
man with good family connections 
had to do was to apply to the 
Governor for some land and his 
request was granted. He 
usually given 
acres as the chief industry then 
was stock raising—<cattle, sheep 
and horses. Much of this land 
was rough mountain range and it 
was considered good cheap food, 
which it was, and not much work 
in connection with its preparation. 


MANY GRANTS MADE 

Convessions of land granted in 
California during the Spanish and 
Mexican eras amount to about 
9,000,000 acres, but as California 
covers an area of about 100,000, 
000 acres the amount given away 
was not, after all, so great. A part 
of the Newhall Ranch at the pres- 
ent time was also a portion of 
the San Francisco grant. 

The home of Ramona is en- 
twined with the early history of 
California. 

Antonio Del Vaile met and wooed 
the beautiful Ysobel Varela, who 
came as a bride only 15 years of 
age, to the Camulos Ranch. It 
Was there, and in Los Angeles that 
she spent the remainder of her 
life and a full, happy and busy 
life it was. 

The Varelas were of staunch 
fighting blood and it will be re- 
membered that Serbulo Varela, an 
uncle of Senora Del Valle, was the 
man who instigated e war with 
Mexico through whi California 
finally became independent. 

Senora Del Valle was a devout 
Catholic. At the family chapel 
many glad and sad family and 
community events have transpired 
as the t wooden crosses which 
stand on the hilltops, to the north, 
to the south, to the east and to the 
west, mutely testify. 


KEEPS LIGHT BURNING 

In this chapel there is a light 
burning which was first placed 
there in commemoration of a 
brother of Senora Del Valle who 
joined the Confederate Army. That 


light was earnestly attended and 
this duty was left to the descend- 
ants to continue and keep it burn- 
ing forever. Needless to relate, the 


loved one returned, when such a 
faith and love followed him, and 
to this day the light still is burn- 
ing in the little shrine. 

The romantic old adobe, with 
its three-foot walls and the twenty- 
eight rooms, surrounded by the gar- 
dens and the patio, are all to be 
preserved and improved further by 
the new owner. None of the 
original beauty will be lost and the 
old tradition still will cling to the 
aging Walls. 

There on the balcony made fa- 
mous by Helen Hunt Jackson in 
the beautiful love story of Ramona, 
I thought 1 could hear the echo of 
the strains of the violin as played 
by the Indian hero, Alessandro, 
during Don Felipe’s illness. 

As we wandered down the long 
grape-covered arbor to the little 
chapel I could see in fancy the 
ghostly form of Ramona. Softly 
she came down this same path 
again holding in her hands the pre- 
cious altar cloth and wending her 
way to the stream where she might

BELL FROM RUSSIA 

The bell beside the chapel! is one 
of unusually beautiful and reso- 
nant tone and came a great dis- 
tance, having been cast of cop- 
per and tin by the Slave of Rus- 
sia, near the far-off Straits of 
Shelikoff. 

In the yard there is a great wal- 
nut tree, many years old, with a 
spread of 115 feet. There the Ra- 
mona Paritor of the Order of Na- 
tive Sons of California have gath- 
ered many times and there have 
been held many other happy gath- 
erings in later years. Under the 
wide-spreading branches of this 
renowned tree were held the fa- 
mous bull's head barbecues in 
honor of visiting Spanish Gov- 
ernors and other noted guests. 

Within the cool, dim intertor of 
the old home we sat with our ge- 
nial host, and ag he talked of the 
past it seemed I could hear the 
tones of laughing voices, the click 
of high heels across the halis and 
courts of the old home, the cas- 
tanets of gay dancers as the rays 
of the setting sun cast the shad- 
ows upon the walls, and darkness 
fell on the land. 

Out toward the east where the 
stream loses its way in the tall 
willow trees I heard the calling of 
a wood dove, the immortal Ales- 
sandro calling his Majel Ramona, 
and then came the silvery stars 
and silence.

More Optimistic Tone is 
Noted; Demand Heavy for 
Summer Season

Tron Trade Review will say this 
week in reporting on the condition 
of the iron and steel markets on 
the Coast: “A more optimistic tone 
is noted in the market and while 
prices have not as yet shown any 
upward tendency those in close 
touch with the situation are of the 
opinion that the next sixty days 
will see a stiffening in the market 
of from $2 to $5 a ton. 

“Bar producers report a halting 
market with limited demand and 
sales of merchant material. Con- 
crete bar movement is holding up 
fairly well with some large ton- 
nages in sight and pending. Awards 
reported this week all involved less 
than 100-ton lots. Cold rolled 
shafting is now being quoted at 
2.80 cents base Chicago, with Pitts- 
burg producers absorbing the dif- 
ferential in freight rates between 
Chicago and Pittsburg for Coast 
shipments. Demand is not heavy. 

“The Moore Dry Dock Company 
secured the penstock for the Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Company in 
which approximately 1200 tons of 
plates were involved. Pending bus- 
iness is in excess of 2500 tons, the 
largest inquiry calling for sixteen 
oll storage tanks for the Pan- 
American Petroleum Corporation. 
Prices continue at 2.40 cents for 
the usual small lots while 2.35 
cents c.i.f. is being named on the 
larger tonnages. 

“Plain structural shapes remain 
firm at 2.80 cents c. .f. oast ports 
and demand is unusually heavy for 
thie time of the year. Awards 
this week exceeded 2000 tons, of 
which 450 tons for the Stockton 
Auditorium was secured dy the 
Seiler Iron Works, 360 tons for a 
theater at Santa Monica, awarded 
to Moore Dry Dock Company, and 
450 tons for the West Coast Thea- 
ter, Long Beach, secured by the 
Baker Iron Works.

DAILY TRADE TALK 


In Which Chicago Is Set Right Concerning the 
Alleged Collapse of Los Angeles 


The remarkable growth of Los 
Angeles in the last five years with 
its attendant building, industrial, 


trade, manufacturing and financial 
development has been quite beyond 


the ability of eastern contempo- 


raries to assimilate, and now that 
there has been a moderate read- 
justment due to seasonal causes the 
press in centers most seriously af- 
fected by comparative figures lose 
no opportunity to declare the 
“busting” of the Los Angeles boom. 

A case in point is found in the 
following editorial printed Thurs- 
day in the Chicago Journal of 


wide circulation in financial circles 
throughout the Middle West. 

“Last fall we had occasion 
to comment on the tremend- 
ous boom then under way in 
Los Angeles. Every traveler 
returning from Los Angeles 
told a story of immense ac- 
tivity, of the unbounded faith 
of the people in the future of 
the city’s oil industry, of the 
rapid increasing population, 
of the amazing activity in real 
estate. 

“It seemed to us that this 
tremendous growth was un- 
healthy, that it lacked a funda- 
mental cause in the city’s 
basic conditions. Our view was 
disputed by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, which 
pointed to the fact that a va- 
riety of industries were being 
brought to the city. These 
industries, beyond question, 
would help to sustain the city’s 
prosperity; but we doubted 
whether they were sufficient to 
sustain a prosperity which had 
arisen on insecure foundations. 

“Late developments have 
tended to confirm our doubts. 
The Los Angeles boom has 
collapsed. A visit to any rall- 
road station in Los Angeles 
will show great numbers leav- 
ing the city. Visits to employ- 
ment agencies give an indica- 
tion of the vast amount of un- 
employment. 

“Enthusiasm is a splendid 
help in the development of a 

but enthusiasm needs 

The prosperity of 
Los Angeles was largely predi- 
cated on the city’s oil industry. 
True enough there have been 
other industries, but these 
have been of far less im- 

portance than the oi industry 
on which the prosperity of the 
city was grea dependent. 

“There is a limit beyond 
which a community cannot 
safely go. When a boom is 

special 


necessary in the case of any 
city whose prosperity § is 
largely based on a single in- 
dustry.” 


DEFINING A BOOM 


It ia not often that a single ar- 
raignment goes as far wrong in 
many particulars as this one 
does and it seems to indicate the 
‘wish that is father to the thought 
for the most casual investigation 
would have been sufficient to sat- 
isfy the Chicago publication that 
the premises are not founded up- 
on fact and likely to create a 
false impression of true conditions 
here, a circumstance which per- 
ha would not be looked upon 
wi undue severity in the Jour- 
nal’s area of circulation. 

As a matter of fact the Los 
Angeles boom has not collapsed, 
because there was no boom within 
the accepted meaning of the word 
to collapse. Webster says that a 
boom is the rapid settlement and 
development of a town or district, 
and within this definition we can 
easily qualify for there was a rap- 
id development too rapid to main- 
tain over an unlimited period, but 
because this “rapid development” 
has dropped back to “normal de- 
velopment” is no sign of a col- 
lapse, especially as Lus Angeles is 
still leading the country in many 
divisions of business activity. 

Our critic bolsters up his argu- 
ment with the inane observation 
that “a visit to any railroad sta- 
tion in Los Angeles will show 
great numbers leaving the city.” 

railroad stations were not 
busy during the height of the sum- 
mer excursion season and with at- 
tractive “back East“ rates in ef- 
fect there would be good reason 
for suspecting a “collapse,” but if 
the observer will visit the same 
stations and watch the thousands 
of newcomers disembark from ov- 
erland trains, and if he will take 
judicial cognizance of the phe- 
nomenon that while the outgoing 
passengers practically all carry 
round-trip tickets the incoming 
hordes are usually supplied with 
one-way tags; and then if he will 
visit our leading hotels, the idea 
may begin to percolate that there 
are more “comers” than there are 
“goers.” As a matter of statistics, 
three people arrive in Los Angeles 
for every one that departs. 


NO ONE INDUSTRY TOWN 

Then it is claimed that “the 
prosperity of Loe Angeles was 
largely predicated on the city’s oll 
industry.” That is plain bunk. The 
oil industry in its relation to Los 
Angeles is only incidental, but 
even admitting the truth of the 
assertion for the sake of the ar- 
gument there is no indication that 
anything of a very serious char- 
acter has happened to the oil in- 
dustry in these parte. The daily 
production for the past month has 
been around 600,000 barrels or 
approximately 19,000,000 barrels 
a month, which is within striking 
distance of the great peak months. 

For instance, in July and Aug- 
ust, 1923, more oil was produced 
from fields adjacent to Los An- 


_| geles than had ever been produced 


before anywhere in the world from 
corresponding acreage. It amount- 
ed to about 25,000,000 barrels for 
each of the peak months. In June, 
1924, the production from the same 
territory was 18,807,999 barrels 
and for July about the same. In 
other words we are only a little 
more than 6,000,000 barrels be- 
low the absolute peak for all 
time, and this doés not take ac- 
count of large volumes of stored 
oil er of better prices now prevall- 
ing.

SAVINGS PILE UP . 

In another column the State 
Superintendent of ks recites the 
growth of deposi in the State 
banks of California during a three- 
month period. This amounts to 
$30,000,000 gross, a large percent- 
age of which is credited to banks 
in Los Angeles and vicinity. The 
Superintendent rightly points out 
that “it is in these increases that 
the prosperity of our State is re- 
fiected.” It is into ese banks 
that the earnings of the working 
man flows, and it must be obvious 
that no community in a state of 
business collapse is adding to its 
reserve fund at such a rate, or at 
all. National banks make a com- 
paratively good return. 

It is to be borne in Mind that 
this showing is made in the face 
of a foot-and-mouth epidemic 
which retarded activity in many 
lines and cost the dairyman, farm- 
ers and producers of Southern Cal.

‘ TAX GOUGING 


The Chamber of Commerce of

appointed a committee to investi- 


special insurance taxation, which 
finally has we be paid by policy- 
holders. This committee has made 


an elaborate and interesting re- 
port, which reveals a volume of 


taxation that will surprise even 
many underwriters. 

It tabulates the re 
forty-one States and the District 
of Columbia, showing that the ag- 
gregate taxes and fees collected by 
these departments for 1922 
amount to $44,042,215, while the 
aggregate cost of maintaining the 
supervisory insurance departments 
by the States totaled only $2,100,- 
924.25. These figures do not in- 
clude such taxes as insurance com- 
panies pay in common with other 
corporations and individuals, but 
cover only a distinct class taxa- 
tion and ostensibly to support the 
service of these State departments. 

The committee says: 

“These figures indicate that out 
of every dollar collected by the 
insurance departments in the for- 
ty-one States and District of Co- 
lumbia, less than 6 cents is spent 
for service to policyholders. The 
remaining 95 cents goes to the 
general funds of the State and is 
spent as the State sees fit, but not 
for the benefit of policyholders as 
a class. This seems to the com- 
mittee to, be unjust since it singles 
out for extra taxation a particular 
class which has already paid taxes 
imposed by the State for the gen- 

“Not only are the taxes 
unfair, but they have been con- 
stantly increasing. According to 
the figures received in reply to 
our questionnaires the special tax- 
es in 1922 were more than twice 
as tas in 1915. 

2 State legislators find it in- 
ereasingiy difficult to provide 
methods of revenue. They view 
insurance companies as huge ag- 
gregations of capital from which, 
in some indefinable way, they can 
abstract a large amount of revenue 
without affecting the public. They 
consider the companies as a source 
to which they can go whenever 
the amount derived from other 
sources is insufficient. 

“Little do they realize that a 

rge proportion of the funds 
which attract their attention are 
reserves—are liabilities. Not un- 
derstanding the purpose of re- 
serves, they do not recognize that 
these reserves are only a fund held 
to pay policyholders’ claims, and 
that the greater the special taxes 
levied upon the policyholders, the 
smaller will be the proportion of 
the policyholder’s dollar, which 
goes into the fund. As a general 
1 legisiatore do not 

now they are oe money out 
of the pockets of policyholders or 
diminishing the protection which 
could be bought by them. 

“Those legislators who do real- 
ize that policyholders pay these 
special taxes make little or no 
protest against raising revenue by 
this means because they are levied 
ostensibly upon the insurance 
companies and the records for 
premium taxation are so easily ob- 
tainable. Furthermore, these spe- 
cial taxes are ‘painless’ to collect.”

The human body ordinarily has a tem- 
perature of 98% deg. Fahrenheit. This 
temperature is the peak at which the waste 
materials of cellular activity are burnt up. 
These waste materials are toxic and poison- 
ous unless they are burgt up. A slightly. 
increased temperature simply means that 
there is more waste material, more fuel be- 
ing placed in the human furnace for oxida- 
tion and combustion. The periodic after 
noon or evening temperature which oc- 
curs in the tubercular process can be in- 
terpreted in the sense that the body is de 
stroying some of the accumulated tubereu- 
lar toxins. Instead of being an unwelcome 
process, from this interpretation it should 
be considered a weteeme and a desirable 
one. 

But our medical friend does not interpret 
fever in this common-sense fashion. He 
becomes alarmed, and with his usual blun- 
de ing lack of reason he is not satisfied un- 
ti’ he suppresses Nature's attempt at elimi- 
nation. 

Osler, in dealing with this question, 


“Por the continuous pyrexia or the remit- 
tant type of the early stages, quinine, small 
doses of digitalis and the salicylates may 
be tried, but they are unceftain and rarely 
reliable. In large doses quinine has a mod 
erate anti-pyretic action, but it is just in 
these efficient doses that it is so apt to die 
turb the stomach... . Apntifebrin 
given in two-grain doses every hour for 
three or four hours before the rise in tem- 
perature takes place, either prevents it en- 
tirely or limits the paroxysm. If this tem- 
perature begins to rise bewteen two and 
three in the afternoon, anti-febrin may be 
given at 11, 12, 1 and, if necessary, at 2. 
It answers better in this way than if given 
in single doses." 

Tau can see from this ‘quotation that 
Osler thinks fever is a symptom which 
Bhould be suppressed with drug treatment.

“The distress 
ing nocturnal cough, which begips just a6 
the patient gets into bed and ie preparing 
to fall asleep, requires, as a rule. a" 
tions of opium. 

An excellent tor the necture 
nal cough of phthisis is ‘mofphine, dilute 
hydrocyanic acki, and syrup of Wild cherry.

are efficacious. Mild counter-irritation, or 
the application of a hot poultice, will some- 
times: promptly relieve the cough. - 

“The morning cough is often net re- 
Heved by taking. immediately etter getting 
up a glass of hot milk or a cup of hot wa- 
ter to which fifteen grains of bicarbonate 
of soda have been added. In the latter 


stages of the disease, when cavities have 


formed, the accumulated secretion must be 
expectorated and the paroxysms of cough 
are now most exhausting. The sedatives, 
such aS morphine and hycdro-cyanic acid, 
should be given cautiously. The aromatic 
spirits of ammonia, in full doses, helps to 
allay the paroxysm. When the expectora- 
tion is profuse, creosote internally, or inhal- 
ations of turpentine and iodine or oil of 
eucalyptus, are useful.“ 

Here you have a list of some of the 
strongest, most potent drugs in the medical 
pharmacology. There is not one of these 
conditions which Osler ‘mentions which 
cannot be treated more successfully and 
with less reaction and doping than the 
means which he utilizes.

* ual in that it must be curious or won- 
derful. But the trend of the times is so 
strong toward such productions in all lines 
that one may gain unusual effects now only 
by seeing how simple yet beautiful he may 
have everything. And incidentally he will 
thereby attain the highest success when 
judged by the rules of art and will also ac- 
complish the most soul-satisfying results. 
So-called stunning effects usually succeed 
in stunning all of good taste who view the 
work. Striking effects are in the same 
class; they generally strike at the very 
root of art. Do not get the “look-at-me” 
type of garden in your mind. Build what 
you think should be and care not a whit 
about what the other fellow will say in 
commenting thereon. A few at least should 
build gardens where none could see them 
except friends of the family. This is often 
the case in England, where cottage gardens 
are hidden behind wall or hedge. We can- 
not approve of the open front yard style so 
prevalent in Los Angeles and elsewhere in 
California. If one also has a side or rear 
garden of merit, love him well, but if all 
his effort is lavished on what he may show 
to the vulger passing herd, he is not one 
of ours.

Peonies Proving Popular 

Peonies are growing in popularity every- 
where, largely by reason of the great im- 
provements made in them during the last 
few years. But in California they are be- 
coming decided favorites, wheras a few 
years ago we grew scarcely any. A deep- 
ly stirred soil that is not too heavy and 
yet is rich in decayed manure (not decay- 
ing) is the ideal. We must stir deeply to 
provide for a moisture holding soil; peon- 
les will not thrive if the soil is allowed to 
dry out.

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- LARGE LECHORNS GET THE CALL. By ROBERT T. LYANS 
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Breeder Solves the Greens 
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LEADING San Gabriel Valley poultry- 
man, G. E. Nelson, is a strong advo- 
cate of the large type Leghorn in the 

laying house. The small hens, he says, are 
invariably culled out from his big flock 
as they are less able to handle large quan- 
tities of roughage and are more likely to 
break down during the year's production. 
The large hens, on t!:e other hand, he states, 
have the capacity to eat, lay and keep 
healthy all the year through, besides laying 
the largest eggs. The additional premium 
received from the eggs laid by the larger 
type birds more than offsets any probable 
additional cost of maintenance, this breeder 
contends, The mere fact that Mr. Nelson 
will not breed from the small Leghorn 
shows that he is firmly convinced of the 
utility value of the larger typed bird. Dur- 
ing the eight years that he has been on 
this three-acre ranch he has developed a 
fine flock of 4500 layers. 

While it is quite a problem to keep so 
many birds on a ranch of this size, the 
main trouble being in the fon of 
enough greens for all the year, Mr. Nelson 
has solved this problem by using very lib- 
eral quantities of water and fertilizer on 
his green crops. Barley is the mainstay in 
the winter time, and alfalfa and sudan grass 
comprise the summer greens. The secret 
of raising green stuff, it is pointed out, is to 
produce a constant supply of this succulent 
feed. Sudan grass when grown on rich land 
makes a quick growth and is a highly de- 
sirable poultry feed, Mr. Nelson has found. 
The growth being rapid, makes for a crisp, 
tender stalk, which is much more palatable 
than the tough fiber stalks grown on land 
that is not fertilized. 

Mr. Nelson practices heavy culling every 
year, which requires the raising of a large 
number of pullets for replacement purposes. 
The entire flock is carried in three long 
laying houses divided into compartments 
containing from 130 to 175 birds each, By 
running them in small units, Mr. Nelson 
says he can keep them under better con- 
trol, and more easily detect the drones and 
unprofitable layers. Systematized feeding 
plays an important part in the operation of 
this modern ranch. The early morning 
feeding of greens is considered very im- 
portant. Mash is kept before the birds at 
all times. A little more ot grain is fed 
than of mash, a light feeding being given 
early in the morning and the rest in the late 
afternoon, 

Mr. Nelson has a large trade for hatching 
„ges the bulk of which go to a commercial 
hatchery, which pays a premium for them 
above the regular market quotation. To be 
sure eggs that are to be used for hatching 
must be selected with care, and a large 
number of cockerels must be kept, thereby 
adding considerable expense to the opera- 
tion of the plant, but, in spite of this added 
expense, Mr. Nelson says it pays, espe- 
cially as it gives him an opportunity to 
hatch from his own stock and further im- 
prove and build up his breeding flock. 
Adds Poultry Department 

The Eastman Rauch, San Fernando, has 
recently put in a poultry department along 
with its other ranch activities. A flock of 
z White Leghorn pullets has been pur 
chased to fill the new houses that have 
heen constructed. These houses are of the 
U'niversity type and embody all of the mod- 
ern features to be found in this type of 
laying house. Each of the two houses that 
have been built is divided into four com- 
partments holding 150 birds each. The 
double vard system is also being used 
in this plan§ which plan allows for half 
of the yards to be cultivated and sweet- 
ened while the other half is in use. 


Fake Lice Remedies 


Co-operative tests conducted by the Cali- 
fornia Department of Agriculture and the 
acricultural experiment station of the uni- 
versity at Davis have proved conclusively 
that liquids, tablets and powders mixed with 
drinking water or food of poultry are of no 
practicul value for the control of lice and 
Mites, according to a recent announcement 
made by Director G. H. Hecke of the State 
Department of Agriculture. These tests 
were made under the supervision of George 
„ Grav, Chief of the division of chemistry of 
the State Department of Agriculture, and 

Prot, W. A. Lippineott, head of the poultty 
husbandry division of the agricultural exper- 
iment station. Nearly 100 fowls were used 
in the tests, which were made at the univer- 
sitv farm, Davis, 

Two sets of experiments were run and 
in some cases the so-called remedies were 
administered at twice the dosage recom. 
mended by the manufacturers. After com- 
pletion of the experiments, which were con- 
ducted over a period of two months, it was 
found that the fowls receiving the remedies 
were fully as lousy as thoxe not so treated. 
In one case over 700 live lice and mites 
were removed from a fowl which bad been

fed one of the remedies at intervals during 
one month, in strict accordance with the 
directions on the label on the preparation. 
Six distinct varieties of vermin were iden- 
tified on this fowl by T. D. Urbahns, ento- 
mologist of the Department of Agriculture. 
The claims made for these alleged remedies 
it is reported, appeared to be “so unreason- 
able, even ridiculous,” that the matter was 
turned over to experts of the Depa nt 
of agriculture and the experiment station, 
with orders to make an investigation and 
publish the findings thereof for the benefit 
of the poultrymen of the State. 


Representative specimens of practically 
all of these preparations have been collect- 
ed and analyzed by the division of chemis- 
try of the State Department of Agriculture 
and found to fall in three groups: (1.)All of 
the liquids examined were found to be or- 
dinary lime-sulphur solutions, of the kind 
well known throughout the United States as 
orchard sprays. (2.) The tablets were large- 
ly composed of calcium sulphide, a solid with 
characteristics similar to lime-sulphur so 
lution. (3.) Elementary sulphur, usually 
mixed with some coloring matter such as iron 
rust,was also found to be used. These anal- 
yses, the investigators say, disclose that the 
unsuspecting poultrymen have been paying 
as high as a dollar an ounce, or $128 a gallon 
for an orange-colored solution just because 
it was done up in a neat little package aud 
cleverly advertised as a quick and easy way 
to rid poultry of lice, mites and other ver- 
min. Orchardists commonly pay 25 cents 
per gallon for lime-sulphur solution. Or 
ders are to be issued by the division of 


chemistry for inspectors to remove all such 
preparations which may be found in the 
hands of retailers throughout the State, 
thus clearing up a group of so-called “in- 
secticides,” which the officials quoted say, 
offers one of the most glaring examples of 
fraud ever encountered by the division of 
chemistry. 


The Fancier Spirit 

To the person with a natural love for bird 
and animal life there is no hobby quite so 
alluring and interesting as the “Fancy” in 
poultry culture. For the past quarter cen- 
tury the economic phase; of poultry breed- 
ing have certainly occupied the center of 
the stage, resulting in a development along 
commercial lines that is nothing if not 
revolutionary in character. In a recent ar- 
ticle Judge F. H. Stoneburn has called at- 
tention to this period of intensive develop- 
ment and shows us the vast changes that 
have come over the industry since 1900, 
which remirds us that at the beginning of 
the twentieth century there were no ex- 
periment stations, no laying contest, no 
open front houses, no dry mash, no electric 
lights for your hens, no baby chicks by par- 
cel post nor express, no brooding in quantity 
(as there were no brooder stoves,) no sys- 
tems of culling the loafers out of the flock, 
ana but few incubators. The successful 
keeping of commercial flocks is easy today 
compared to what it used to be. And in 
spite of the conditions as they used to exist, 
there was a tremendous interest in poultry 
in those by-gone days. The shows were ex- 
citing affairs. The only breeding there was,

was for exhibitions. And if so many folks 
got a lot of fur out of the Fancy in those 
days, surely the Fancy will be found’ inter. 
esting. today by many people, if they will 
only try it. 

In this connection it is interesting to re 
call that the majority of exhibitors in poul- 
try shows from 1875 to 1900 were fanciers; 
people who bred a few fowl for the love of 
the birds and then took a pardonable pride 
in exhibiting them in a clean and sportsman. 
like way. Those were, indeed, the palmy 
days of the Fancy and the exhibition room. 
Under present intensive commercial prac- 
tice it is easier to breed an exhibition. speci- 
men than it is a 300 egger, and if one suc- 
ceeds in combining utility and beauty, it 
affords an added joy to the hobby. The 
formation of a Fancier's Club of rare breeds 
is an expression of an awakening of “% 
fancier spirit that we hope to see encour- 
aged. The more breeds and varieties of 
poultry we have to exhibit, the wider the 
appeal and the keener the interest on the 
part of the public in poultry shows. Really, 
we should do more to encourage the beau- 
tiful, because the useful encourages itself. 


A Mail-Order Business 

The average reader may be somewhat 
surprised to learn that, outside of the con 
mercial egg trade, the poultry industry is 


wmrgely a mail-order business. The sales 
tor breeding, foundation and exhibition 
stock and the demand for day-old chicks 
are almost wholly a result of intelligent ad- 
vertising: not merely newspaper announce- 
ments, but publicity in all its various forms. 
The bulk of such transactions are done by 
mail and invariably between strangers. Ap 
preciating this, the importance of an intel. 
ligent use of the printed word is apparent. 
The factors to consider are what, when, 
where, quality and the price. The neus. 
paper advertisement does not always di. 
rectly sell the goods, but if successful, it 
invariably excites inquiries for what the 
advertiser has to offer. It should forcibly 
tell what the poultry breeder has for sale, 
and possess sufficient lure to call forth an 
inquiry. If it functions at all. it will do 
this: then it is up to the advertiser to 
“move the goods.” And it is right here 
where many fail. A convincing letter will 
produce sales, whereas a reply that fails 
along these lines, will invariably fall flat. 
Obviously, it is somewhat tedious to write 
a long descriptive letter detailing the qual. 
ity of one’s stock; to avoid this, every bred, 
er should have on hand printed literature 
fully describing his breed and variety, the 
outstanding qualities of his strain and its 
productive values. If the first letter does 
not “land” the order, it should be followed 
by a second and even a third. Experienced 
breeders do this. and often an inquiry will 
command a sale after a third and sometimes 
a fourth “follow-up” letter have been mailed 
out. Jetter writing is an art. To be suc 
cessful it should express a real interest in 
toe inquiry. should show fellowship, and 
be sincere and convincing. Brevity may he 
the soul of wit. but to be abrupt is a mis 
take. You should put the story over in an 
intelligent manner. even though in doing so 
your correspondence may appear somewhat 
bulky. 


Cod-Liver Oi! for Leg Weakness 

During the past decade the literature on 
vitamines has grown enormously, finding 
expression in many languages, among all 
civilized peoples; and yet, to the ordinary 
reader, the subject largely remains a 
closed book. Chemists and research work. 
ers are still more or less in doubt as to 
the exact character and function of vita- 
mines; enough has been learned, however. 
to demonstrate that life is hardly possible 
without vitamines in the food consumed. 
This peculiar element is found in the heaven 
of plants, in milk and eggs as well as ment. 
Foods strong in vitamines are said to be 
beneficial in the case of certain diseases 
in man, beast and fowl. In poultry feeding 
the New Jersey Experiment Station has 
discovered the importance of cod-liver oil 
for young chicks afflicted with leg weak- 
ness, hecause of the presence of Vitamine 
D, which is wanting in many balanced ra. 
tions. It ix said this deficiency can be sup 
plied and that leg weakness can be pre 
vented, whether the chicks run outdoors 
or not. Mashes containing cod-liver oil, 
unless kept cool, are likely to get rancid. 
You can add the oil to whatever mash you're 
feeding, mixing only enough at it 
time to last for a few days, or a week at 
longest. Weigh the mash, and mix ut the 
rate of one pound (one pint) of oil to 
twenty pounds of mash. or two and one- 
half quarts af of] to 100 pounds of mash. 
Beware of oils offered for this  parrpose 
under trade names. Huy nothing but guar. 
antéed pure, refined coddiver oil, We ent,

T is apparently going to be more a 1 

more difficult as the weeks roll by and 
the time of the November elev‘ion ap- 
proaches for any political aspirant to “cash 
in” on the discontent of the agriculturist. 
Good prices for many farm products, prices 
based so solidly on demand that there would 
geem to be a positive assurance of much bet- 
ter times ahead, have turned the farmer's 
recent pessimism into something almost 
akin to genuine optimism. Discontent, 
which had settled like a pall over American 
agriculture, is being dissipated like a fog 
before the sun ag the “normality” the pub- 
lic has been hearing so much about, but 
which the farmer had begun to fear he was 
never going to see again, returns to the 
nation’s basic industry. Politicians whose 
whole scheme for getting votes is to glibly 
pledge themselves to do wonderful and im- 
possible things for suffering agriculture 
won't find much response from the farmer 
who feels himself getting back on the sure 
ground where he can do things for himself. 
The average farmer, when it comes to that, 
hasn’t the slightest desire to be helped by 
legislation or Auy outside agency, wishing 
only to shift for himself with a fair, free 
chance to win a reward for his toil and in- 
vestment. No artificial aid for him. Keep 
him busy at really remunerative production 
and he'll be too busy to even listen to the 
political promiser ben on riding to office on 
his vote. 


It is fortunate in more ways than one 
that the inevitable return of prosperity to 
agriculture seems to have started at this 
particular time. The whole country will re- 
joice with the farmer over the favorable 
turn in his affairs because it will mean 
greater prosperity to the country as a 
whole. Incidentally, the change will clear 
the political atmosphere of a lot of politi- 
cal bunk which might otherwise have clouded 
important issues for the growers. The far- 
mer, again beginning to realize the fruits 
of his toil, will not be intrigued by quack 
remedies for bad conditions that no longer 
exist, but will be disposed to vote on solid, 
conservative lines, as is always his wont 
when conditions are normal in his busi- 
ness and he is getiing his fair share of pros- 
perity. Nor must too much blame be at- 
tached to the farmer for listening, in recent 
years, to the “blaw” of the politicians. H. 
has been having a hard time of it and a 
man in the spell of desperation often gives 
ear to suggestions that would be laughed at 
or discarded as dangerous under other con 
ditions. Some things the farmer has con- 
sidered in his uncertainty, i. e., constructive 
ideas for greater and more helpful co-opera- 
tion in marketing and distribution, and 
methods of betterment in production, which 
he will recall and apply now that he is begin- 
ning to get out of the woods. The wild-eyed 
schemes and promises of the political med- 
ic .e men he is likely to forget in a hurry 
if the long and devoutly boped-for return 
of prosperity in agriculture is the certainty 
it seems to be.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SELECTING 
AND EXHIBITING FRESH FRUIT: 


By F. W. ALLEN, Division of Pomology, University of California 


[Due to the fact that Southland fair plang do 
not contemplate. live-stock shows this fall, but 
will stress agricultural exhibits, thie article is 
of value to fruit men who wish to participate in 
the larger peizes offered for such products this 
vear.— Editor.] 

HE time of the county fair is at hand 

and doubtless many enterprising grow- 
ers are looking through the premium 
lists with the thought in mind of showing 
me of their products. The writer has al- 
Is been interested in a good exhibit, es- 
been if the products shown grew in the 
orchard or garden, and when judging fruit 
exhibits has often regretted that apparently 
there were not enough ribbons to go around. 

The amateur exhibitor must learn that se- 
lecting and exhibiting fruit and vegetable 
products are arts which, in part at least, 
must be learned from experience; also, that 
a good judge does not place the ribbons ar- 
bitrarily, but only after comparing the differ- 
ent entries as to the points of their supe- 
riority. But in judging such products, what 
are the points which count? What does the 
judge look for? 

POINTS ON SCORING 

The requisite is quality. Specimens for 
exhibit are naturally supposed to possess 
special merit. They must be of outstanding 
quality, at least insofar as this term relates 
to condition and freedom from blemishes. 


Condition refers primarily to the degree of | 100 


ripeness. Soft, overripe fruit cannot com- 
pete with that in perfect eating condition. 
However, early maturing Varieties, unless 
held in cold storage, will always appear 
somewhat past their prime when not shown 
until mid or late summer. Any specimens 
showing bruises, twig or stem punctures, 
loss of stem, or any indication of djsease 
or insect injury will be scored off one or 
more points under the heading of “blem- 
ishes.” Look very carefully for these de- 
fects as condition and blemishes will count 
about 25 per cent of a perfect score. 


Size is an important consideration. If the 


premium is for a specimen or collection of 


specimens of largest size, size will win. It, 
however, the premium list calls for the best 
plate of pears, the best box of peaches, or 

the best head of cabbage, do not place too 
much intportance on size. Specimens chos- 
en should as a rule be slightly above the av- 
erage size for well-grown fruit, but over- 
rown specimens should not be selected. The 
fruit trade does not demand Jumbo pears, 
peaches as large as cantaloupes, nor cab- 
bage of sufficient size that a single head. 
would supply the season’s need of the most 
ardent lover of kraut. Size usually counts 
from 15 to 20 per cent. : 


Color always figures in the reckoning. 
Whether the fruit be on display at a show 
or in a store window, high color is always 
attractive. Stripped, blushed or fruits, nor- 
mally of a solid red, purple or blue color, 
should show this charactefistic as fully de- 
veloped as possible. Late maturing fruits 
or varieties will of course be expeeted to 
show little if any color. Yellow. fruits 
should possess a clear, attractive color char- 
acteristic of the variety. Color is fully as 
important with deciduous fruits as is size.

While listed last, uniformity is certainly 
not least. -Specimens on a plate or in a box 
may possess all of the other points to a 
considerable degree and yet if one or two 
fruits are off-shape, poor color, or under- 
sized, the lack of uniformity may allow an- 
other lot which on the average is of lower 
grade to win. Careful selection with ref- 
erence to unlfformity, size, shape, color and 
condition, is of primary importance. Have 
each specimen in a lot or package as near 
like every other specimen as they can be 
selected. Since the value of standardiza- 
tion is now being recognized in commercial 


gun as soon as permission to do so has 
been given, or, better still, a new site 
should be selected and healthy, high-pro- 
ducing stock established thereon. 

Good management and economic fore- 
thought will dictate that replenishment of 
the sources of supply of dairy commodities 
be accomplished as rapidly as practical 
problems will allow, in order that consumer 
habits of use of dairy products be dis- 
turbed as little as possible, either from 
scarcity, lack of confidence in purity or 
wholesomeness, of supply, high prices or 
difficulty in securing allitional supply. 

In the process of rehabilitation, matters 
of production, distribution, finance and sup- 
ply must be so co-ordinated that competi- 
tion between purchasers of animals for re- 
stocking and extension purposes may be 
reduced to a minimum. Supply and demand 
must govern prices, and speculation elim- 
inated as far as possible. 

A REAL OPPORTUNITY 

California, an importer of dairy products, 
has, at this time, a golden opportunity to 
enter the ranks of exporters, 

Dairying is the only branch of agricul- 
ture wherein the producer has control of his 
profit or loss total. With facilities at hand 
for testing and recording production, there 


Set a standard of 270 pounds of fat 
per year for producers of butter fat, or 
7500 pounds of milk for market milk pro- 
ducing animals and et dairy industry 
will add at least 32, to the State 
dairy production. 

The restocking of dairy farms and the 
provision for extension of the industry 
would require around 35,000 dairy females, 
classified about as follows: 29,500 3-and 4- 
year-old cows; 7500 2-year-old heifers; 
5000 yearling heifers; 2500 heifer calves 
and 600 sires. The 2-year-old heifers would 
be both bred and open. The sires would 
be from 6 months to 2 years of age. 

The 19,500 cows would take up the imme- 
diate burden of production. The 7500 2- 
year-olds would freshen during the first 
year, to replace cows lost to production 


| from death, culling ete. The 5000 yearling 


heifers would freshen during the second 
year of repopulation, while the 2500 calves 
would fill the gap in the third year, or un- 
til offspring from the older classification 
come into production (70 per cent of the 
heifer calves now being produced in the 
State are unsuitable for raising to dairy 
production age.) 

With the establishment of 300 herds of 
high producers such as we have in mind, 
great strides toward economical produc- 
tion will have been made. The 600 sires 
can readily be procured in California and 
Washington and should be pure-breds, ex- 
clusively. 

To secure females of the desired type and 
production records, it will be necessary to 
go farther afield, selecting from grade herds 
in various dairy communities. An occas- 


prove a very practical addition. 

The practical questions involved in the 
purchase of so many animals will call for 
caution and forethought. 


THE WAYS AND MEANS 


Dairymen, creamerymen and bankers 
with a representation of other in- 
terested persons should get together and 
form a committee to work out the details, 
in order that competition and speculation 
may be eliminated as far as possible. Spec- 
ulation in dairy stock has been the bane of 
the industry in Southern California, but 
this type of operator is now so badly 
scared that he will remain inactive for 
some time. 

The actual selection, purchase and deliv- 
ery of the replacement animals should be 
placed in the hands of a committee of ex- 
perienced men with technical as well as 
practical dairy experiencg and training. 
The committee would require scientific and 
clerical assistance of a high order, the ac- 
tivities of which could be financed By a 
charge of 1 per cent of the purchase price 
of the cows. 
of all the interests would require time and 
patience, but such a plan, or a similar one, 
would work great benefit to the industry 
and be profitable to the dairyman for whose 
account the purchase was made. 

The dairies producing market milk can 
still furnish enough product to meet the 2 
mands of the present consuming popula- 
tion, or they can as long, at least, as the 
consumers are content with pasteurized 
milk from tubercular herds. But the compe 
tition of the higher grades of milk from 
clean herds, milk produced under strict su- 
pervision and approved sanitary methods is 
becoming so keen that the public more and 
more willingly pays the higher prices for 
the protection insured to the users of certi 
fied, guaranteed and grade “A” raw milk.

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is no excuse for milking an unprofitable

Mr. Tumbach carried an average of 6384 
layers for the year. This gives a net re- 
turn of $1.45 per hen. Part of the receipts 
accrue from premium received on hatching 
eggs sold and used and from the sale of 
fertilizer. 

It will be noticed that here there are no 
record-performance hens, nor sounding cym- 
bals nor blare of trumpets about high-pro- 
ducing strains; nevertheless, there is a 
handsome showing of nearly $1.50 per hen 
covering the whole flock of over six thou- 
sand hens. We submit that it is a good rec- 
ord, showing a sense of proportion and av- 
erage high performance that makes re- 
freshing reading in these times of egg-laying 
contests and fecund individual specimens. 


HEMET’S PEACHES GO 
TO RIVERSIDE PLANT 


HEMET.—Growers this season are er- 
pecting good prices for their fruit as a 
whole as the price is firm and inclined to 
soar. No sales of dried fruit have been re- 
ported as yet by the local plant of the Call- 
fornia Canneries. The canned product is 
expected to be marketed to unusual ad- 
vantage this year. Plans are now under 
way to pack the dried fruit at the local 
plant. The fruit is to be put in packages 
and boxes and labeled and marketed through 
the growers’ own sales organization. 


The apricot season proved of shorter |. 


duration than had been expectéd, but a very 
good quality of fruit has been packed. Man- 
ager Rickard estimates that 1600 tons have 
been received at the plant, about half of 
which was dried. That the latter product 
looks especially good is the verdict gen- 
erally. 

The peach crop is short and the growers’ 
cannery here is receiving the fruit and re- 
shipping to Riverside. It is claimed that the 
crop can be more economically handled by 
running the Riverside cannery full time 
than by reopening the Hemet plant. Many 
growers are determined to obtain a satis- 
factory price for their peaches and a meet- 
ing was recently held with this subject un- 
der discussion. Some are selling in the 
orchard to buyers who haul by truck to Los 
Angeles and other markets. Some of the 
early fruit is bringing three cents at the 
orchard, while some of the growers de- 
mand more.

TUCSON.— Everyone is proud to see 
young pullets growing so well, but a pullet 
that develops too rapidly will not prove to 
be as profitable as she would be if she were 
held back and not allowed to come into lay- 
ing until about 5 1-2 or 6 months of age. 
Some pullets at 4 months of age may seem 
to be full grown, but if they are forced into 
production at that age, they will lay small 
pullet eggs much longer than if they started 
to lay when they were older. Also, it will 
weaken their systems so that they are more 
susceptible to diseases than are the birds 
that are more mature when they start to

rapidly, cut down on the animal protein. If 
you are feeding milk, take it away from 
them. If you are feeding a mash along with 
the scratch, cut down on the amount of mash. 
If you mix your own mash, cut down on the 
amount of meat scraps, powdered milk, or 
whatever protein you are using: What- 
ever change you make, go about it gradu- 
ally so that you will not throw the birds off 
feed. By close observation of your flock 
you can tell just about how much protein 
to give. There are no set rules to go by in 
this phase of the work. It is a matter of 
using poultry sense. 

Make sure that your stock, both mature 
and growing, has sufficient shade, green 
feed, and fresh water. Keep the water 
fountain and mash hopper under the same 
shade in the warm summer months. It is 
better to cut the green feed and give it to 
the hens rather than make them ran ont 
into a hot field after it. They cannot stand 
the hot sun long enough to eat all the green 
feed that they should have.

the California Prune and Apricot Growers’ 


Association, recently tendered his resigna- 
tion by telegram to the general manager 
of the organization at San Jose. On this 
communication he expressed surprise that 
apricots should be sold at a price so low 
that the grower cannot pay expenses of 
harvesting and drying, especially in view of 
the fact that there is promise of an excel- 
lent market this fall. Independent buyers 
are said to be offering 12 and 13 cents a 
pound choice and from 16 to 24 cents a 
pound for fancy and extra fancy fruit here, 
while the associations recent opening 
price was 10 cents a pound. 


Mr. Eggen's resignation is said to be the 
first move in a local revolt“ among the 
growers against the action of the associa- 
tion in selling a large portion of this year’s 
crop of dried apricots at the opening price 
of 10 cents. The Hemet ranchers have al- 
most unanimously declared that they will 
not deliver their apricots to fhe associa- 
tion, but will hold them for independent 
sale. The majority of the focal growers are 
members of the association and express 
themelves as being astonished and disap- 
pointed by the action of the officers in sell- 
ing nearly half of the 1924 crop at the open- 
ing prices, especially in view of the fact 
that r quotations are apparently inevi- 
Since these sales the prices have al- 
ready advanced from 2 to 3 cents and grow- 
ers say there is hope of a price of 20 cents

Turkeys in Imperial Valley require very 
little feeding where the farmer has alfal- 
fa for them to feed on and they make a 
rapid growth.

This, in his 
opinion, is better for them than feeding 
threshed grain, as it gives them plenty of 
exercise that helps to develop their growth.

ciation. 


It is estimated that there will be 1200 
tons of dried apricots in this section this 
season, about twice the output of last year, 
and with fair prices, the ranchers will make 
a profit.

fruit plant is in operation and many per-

CARPINTERIA.— Apricot growers of this 
section have just completed harvesting a 
crop which has been a surprise to them 
both in matter of volume and in size of the 
fruit. When the fruit was developing it was 
believed that the belated blossoming and 
the lack of foliage would result in a slim 
crop. In fact, some growers believed there 
would be no crop at all, but just the oppo- 
site has been true. The crop has been 
heavy, the sizes larger than usual, and with 
market conditions more favorable than in 
years, the growers are looking for big re- 
turns.

CHOOSING THE FRUIT 
In order to secure a prize-winning sample 
of fruit or a lot of vegetables, the first se- 
lection should be made in the orchard or 
field. Mark certain trees, branches or 
nlants possessing superior fruit. At the 
time of the fair or at the regular harvesting 
time where this is previous to the fair 
dates, collect an extra quantity of spect- 
mens in order that a more critical exam- 


sample for exhibit. 


If close attention is given to the above 
points, one will at least have learned the 
fundamentals in selection. In addition, 
however, to choosing the sample of fruit it- 
self, the exhibitor should secure and care- 
fully read the fair announcement, and be 
sure to comply with the rules for exhibit- 
ing. Entries must be made and the 
plays in place by a certain time. Certa 
classes call for a definite number of speci- 
mens and these are exhibited in a uniform 
manner. The name of each variety should 
be properly placed on a card usually furn- 
ished for each entry. The grower’s name 
should not appear until after the ribbons are 
placed. A special display card may then 
be shown as an advertising feature. 

FARM CENTER EXHIBITS 

Within recent years a special feature of 
county or community fairs has been the 
special exhibits of different farm centers 
within the community. The purpose of 
these has been to show the best and largest 
collection of products grown. in that com- 
munity or to. portray and emphasize some 
special activity of interest. The latter typo 
of exhibit is somewhat more novel and adds 
a very special interest to small fairs. Such 
exhibits require a great deal of effort upon 
the part of a few who always carry the 
greater part of the responsibility, but they 
also require the hearty co-operation of all 
the growers. 

In actually staging the display, a small 
committce is usually chosen, each member 
being selicted on account of some definite 
qualification w'tich he or she possesses, 
One or mare members of the committee 
should be in charge of collecting the materi- 
al, another member in charge of its ar 
rangement, with perhaps a third to look aft- 


tures of the display. 

Where the exhibits are to emphasize the 
various products which are grown in a 
community, each grower has a very re- 
sponsible part in advising the committee 


eral plans for the exhibit and what material 
is available might well be discussed at one 
or more of the farm center meetings. 


While there is no general rufe as to the 
methods for judging such exhibits, it is 
quite customary to allow from fifty to six- 
ty points for the quality of products shown, 
and about twenty points each for the vari- 
ety of products and their general arrange 
ment. Quality is given fully one-half of the 
score because it is felt that an inferior 
grade of fruit, whether at a fair or on the 
market, is not to be desired. General ex- 


collection or variety of products as can be 
assembled without sf&crificing quality. The 
general attractiveness of the display will 
depend very largely upon the way in which 
the products are arranged and the supple- 
mentary decorations. 

Assuming the factors of quality and va 
riety to be the same, the display which at- 
tracts the eye at first glance is the one most 
apt to finally secure the prize.

the cows’ monthly payments on their board 
bill “should be carefully scrutinized.” 


“No matter how carefully a ration is 
balanced or how liberally the cows are fed,” 
Mr. Folger declares, “economical produc 
tion is impossible if the cows are incapable 
of proper response to good and liberal feed- 
ing. A cow that produces less than 250 
pounds of butter fat in a year should be reck- 
oned as a liability rather than an asset. If 
she pays only for the feed given her, the 
labor in milking and caring for her is a 
donation. Application of the Babcock test 
once a month will enable the dairymen to 
single out the -profitable producers, thus 
permitting the elimination of boarder cows 
and the economical feeding of the remaining 
ones. It is frequently the case that greater 
net returns are received after several cows 
have been eliminated, thus making the labor 
income decidedly larger. Probably one of 
the most striking instances of this came to 
light some years ago in one of California's 
first cow-testing associations. In the first 
year of his membership a dairyman was 
milking seventy-seven cows from which he 
sold 23,746 pounds of fat. In the third year 
of his membership he was milking fifty-three 
cows from which he sold 22,284 pounds of fat. 
With twenty-four cows less to feéd and 
care for, and less help to hire his yearly

(4) Grow 
all roughages and succulents. (5) Feed a 
ration with a nutritive ratio of 1:6 or 7. 
(6) Feed 1 pound of concentrates to 5 
pounds of milk produced. (7) Join Cow- 
Testing Association. (8) Use pure-bred 
sires of good individuality. (9) Make use 
of pastures and utilize manures for crops. 
(10) Fill silos at all cost. (11) Install labor- 
saving appliances as far as possible. (12) 
Produce a quality product—whether calf, 
milk, butter or by-product. (13) Keep ac- 
curate records of all transactions. 
Feed cows according to production and phy- 
sical condition. (15) Adopt the slogan 
“Weed, feed and breed.”

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THE TRACTOR ENGINE 


By E. d. McGIBBEN 


Division of agricultural engineering, Uni- 
versity of California 


Overheating is one of the most common 
difficulties met during the summer months 
by the tractor operator in California's in- 
terior valleys. This condition is usually due 
to a poor mechanieal condition, improper 
adjustment or faulty management of the 
tractor; but in somie cases it may be the 


result of either unsuitable design or a com- 
bination of unfavorable circumstances. 

In a properly designed machine, the bal- 
ance between the excess heat produced by 
the burning of the mixture in the cylinders 
and the capacity of the cooling system is 
rather delicate. To obtain the highest 
efficiency (which owners are demanding) 
the tractor engine must be operated at 
nearly full load with a jacket water tem- 
perature between 175 degrees fahrenheit 
and 200 degrees fahrenheit. The manufac- 
turer does his best to build a machine 
which, under average conditions of weather 
variation, will come within the above limits. 
However, the temperature in our California 
pyalleys often is ten or more degrees higher 
than the maximum summer temperature en- 
countered in other parts of the United 
States. Since all tractor engines are ulti- 
mately air cooled (heat being transferred 
from the cylinders to the jacket water, 
from the water to the radiator tubes and 
fins, and from the radiator parts to the air,) 
these high summer temperatures materially 
reduce the capacity of the cooling system. 
If a strong hot wind is blowing in the same 
direction as the tractor is traveling the sit- 
uation is still worse. 


The first duty of the operator is to see 
that the tractor is in the best possible me- 
. chanical condition and in proper adjustment. 
If the engine still overheats, he has the 
choice of either reducing the load or buying 
some accessory which is designed to in- 
crease the capacity of the cooling system. 
He should, however, investigate the per- 
formance of such an accessory before in- 
vesting time and money in its purchase and 
installation. 


In going through those mechanical con- 
ditions and adjustments which tend to 
make a cooler engine, no detail should be 
overlooked. A seemingly minor adjustment 
may mean the difference between an over- 
heated engine and one operating at the 
proper temperature for highest efficiency.

This is a 
very important point and it is often worth 
the trouble to protect these openings by 
mounting a screen of one-quarter inch hard- 
ware cloth a few inches in — of the 
radiator. 


Improper timing of either ‘aun or ig- 
nition will also tend to cause overheating. 
This is especially true of late ignition. 


An excessively rich or lean adjustment of 
the carburetor also. increases the for- 
mation of carbon on the top of the 
cylinder and piston heads. This carbon 
may appear to be a small item but it is a 
poor heat conductor and decreases the et-

‘| day in the year. Every farmer needs shade 
tor his horses, mules, cattle, sheep, hogs, 


poultry and machinery. Fruit and vegeta- 
ble growers need shade for their packers 
Mr. Baretta found out, too, that those who 
had taken the trouble to make them consid- 
ered that a tule mat shade is the coolest of 
all. The tule mat, users told him did not 
hold heat like galvanized iron, wood or 
even hay. 

The Italian had learned to make mats 
from rye stalks and hemp sticks to cover 
hot-beds and silk-worm beds in Italy. 
Shortly after coming to Calipatria and siz- 
ing up the situation, he rigged up a loom 
and commenced making mats of tules in his 
spare time. The demand for these mats 
has steadily grown, and in the first six 
months of 1924, Mr. Baretta made and sold 
$1000 worth. He makes the mats 8 feet 
by 16 feet and sells them for 3 1-2 cents 
a square foot. He makes two to two and a 
half mats a day. Recently, his sixteen-year- 
old son arrived from Italy to help his father 
and they will devote most of their time 
hereafter to making mats. . 


DRAIN WATER USERS FARMS 
TEMPD (Ariz.) — An eleven- mile drain 
age canal has been built by the Salt River 
Valley Water Users’. Association at a re- 
ported cost of 12 cents per cubic yard.

ROM the younger generation must 
come the farmers of tomorrow, those 
equipped in the many-sided way that 

a farmer must be to carry on the great foun- 
dation industry of the nation. Formerly, 
nearly all farmers were homemade—sons 
following in the footsteps of fathers. Now 
a great many are school-made, which places 
agriculture among the professions, acces- 
sible to all who have taste for it. A bfend of 
farm-home and technical school—experience 
supplemented with study—makes for readi- 
est success these days, and the McKinley 
Industrial Home for Boys is noteworthy in 
that it provides this efficient combination 
for boys, who through accident of circum- 
stances, might otherwise have neither the 
one nor the other. 


A large part of the aim of the McKinley 
Home, now conducted at Gardena 11 miles 
south of Los Angeles, is to turn out cap- 
able young farmers. This is accomplished 
by the 132 boys now enrolled at the Home 
working and managing the 80-acre tract, 
under expert supervision, as though it were 
their own. The place is in fact a farm-home 
for all the boys, and it is run as nearly 
like a private American home as is possi- 
ble in the caring for so large a family. 


The boys receive the training, adminis- 
tered in an organized but kindly and sympa. 
thetic way, that the average boy of the 
avergge American home receives through 
his various participation in activities of the 
home, public school, the playgrounds, and 
in the fields, shops or other business affairs 
of his elders. Practically all of the daily 
upkeep work of the McKinley Home is done 
by the boys, the various activities being 
systematized as trades whereby the boys 
‘acquire skill that may serve them later in 
the earning of livelihoods. Ranging in 
ages from 7 to 18, the boys attend the grade 
school upon the grounds or the high school 
in Gardena, according to advancement, 
just as other boys and girls attend the pub- 
lic schools. They have their own play- 
grounds, diamond and other facilities for 
recreation. Outside of the hours required 
for schooling and for daily upkeep work, 
which latter never takes more than an hour 
or two of each boy's time, their time is 
their own for play or work. Such work as 
they elect to do in recreation hours is paid 
for at rates per piece or by the hour. 

The training is naturally better focused 
toward the development of an efficient 
young farmer or tradesman than it could 
possibly be in a private home. Dr. Frank- 
lin W. Jones, the Superintendent, makes it 
a policy of the Home to develop both tech- 
nical skill of some sort and business sense 
in the boys. By the time the boys are 
ready to go out into the world he hopes to 
have them equipped to make their way 
there. Positions’ for the graduating boys 
are found through interested elder “broth- 
ers,” through clubs and organizations of bus 
iness men desiring to give these young men 
good starts. But while the preparation for 


the livelihood is given due prominence, it 
is not by any means the sole concern of the 


tlome. Through the niatrons 
the five cottuges or dormitories the boys 
find something of the gentler influences of 
home life, while it is the important work of 
the Chaplain, Rev. A. Cotter, to implagt in 
these young minds an appreciation of the 
value of character. 
Twenty-four years ago Dr. Uriah Gregory 
and his wife Alice l. Gregory, both nearing 
the last term of active lives, conceived of 
the ideal and the plan which have grown 
into the MeKinley Home. They owned a 
ranch of thirty-three acres at Artesia, and 
upon that, with the uid of funds contributed 
by Gail B. Johnson, a start was made with 
one little fellow unwanted hy quarreling

the cubic foot, and in that work they ac- 
quire a very definite knowledge of the worth 
of labor in relation to the value of money. 
If the job is cutting asparagus, picking 
fruit, digging potatoes, or some other work 
measurable in results, payment is made by 
the box or sack. The wage system, or pay- 
ment by the hour, is followed in general 
farm work, such as irrigating, distributing 
fertilizer, hoeing and hay-making. Thus far 
the system is not essentially diferent from 
working for money on the commercial farm 
unywhere, except that instruction is com- 
bined -with the work and the returns are 
not, of course, quite so high as those re- 


During a lull in the haying operations. 


parents and another little fellow picked up 
derelict in an otherwise uncaring world. 
Rapidly the family grew to the limits 
of the ranch's capacity. The work attract- 
ed attention and within a few years there 
were enough interested contributors to en- 
able the purchase of eighty acres in Gar- 
dena, and to provide suitable buildings. The 
number of boys increased as means were 
provided to take care of them, until the pres- 
ent limit of 132 was reached, with an ever 
considerable waiting list. Put this limit is 
only temporary; a new period of expansion 


is about to begin with the moving of the 


Home this fall to a 218-acre domain near 
Van Nuys in San Fernando Valley. Two 
dormitories have already been built there 
and the ultimate plans call for buildings 
which will accommodate 300 boys. 


The first name applied to the Home was 
The Industrial Home Society. This was 
changed to the McKinley Industrial Home 
because of the following incident: When 
McKinley made his well remembered visit 
to Los Angeles a flower festival with many 
veautifully decorated floats was held in his 
honor. Among the floats was one made by 
the boys of the Industrial Society. When 
he float came opposite President McKinley's 
stand the boys gave him three rousing 
cheers. The President learned about them 
then and showed so much interest in their 
home that the name was changed to do hon- 
or to this great, kind friend. 

A peculiar slant is given to agriculture 
at the McKinley Home in accordance with 
the plan of Superintendent Jones to interest 
the boys in the business side of the work. 
The boys do not merely work in the fields 
and gardens and with the live stock, nor 
do they merely gain a varied knowledge of 
agriculture in the most practical and effi- 
cient way; they are made interested in the 
results of the work through a scheme of 
buying themselves proprietorship. In short, 
Dr. Jones has worked out a plan of enabling 
the boys to become stock-holders in the var- 
ious projects. The boys learn about shares, 
dividends and fluctuating markets and find 
incentive for keeping their projects on an 
earning basis. 

The system under which the boys are 
paid for the time spent in production enter- 
prises for the home varies with the type

ceived by adult farm hands. The boys may, 
if they wish, throw their money away on 
candy and amusements, as most boys are in- 
clined to do; but they are encouraged to 
invest their earnings in some business en- 
terprise operated by the home. 


At present the boys of the McKinley 
Home own a herd of Toggenburg goats in 
that the value of the herd has been laid 
out in shares of $1 par value each bought 
up by the boys. The fifty goats are natur- 
ally of peculiar and intimate concern to the 
young stock holders, interested in seeing 
dividends declared and the value of their 
stock appreciate. Buying and selling of 
shares is conducted among the boys after 
the plan followed by their elders in the 
world’s exchanges, only their deals are 
usually pulled off at meal times. The boys 
have $800 in this herd of goats. 

One of the rules of the business laid down 
by Dr. Jones is that only such money as is 
earned by the boys may be invested in stock. 
This prevents the acquirement of stock by 
means of gratuities from relations or 
friends, with the effect that the boys feel 
a very vital interest in the investment of 
money earned by muscle and sweat. It some- 
times happens that the herd of goats earns 
so much money that exceedingly high divi- 
dends, mounting up to 75, per cent, would 
ordinarily have to be declared. But in order 
to give the boys a more accurate notion of 
the value of stocks in the business world, 
Dr. Jones limits the dividends to 15 per 
cent and turns back the rest of the earnings 
toward the improvement and enlargement 
of the herd. It is the plan to increase the 
herd to double or triple its present size 
and carry on a regular business in selling 
both the milk and the goats. 

The same plan will be carried out with the 
iry cows, now used mainly to 
provide milk for the boys to drink. In the 
new quarters at Van Nuys the herd will be 
built up to 100 cows, pains being taken to 
develop a herd of pure-bred animals that 
will be the pride of the home and become 
one of the finest herds in the State. In 
connection with the dairy work, the boys 
will be taught the most modern and busi- 
ness-like methods of milk handling and dis- 
tribution; in fact, surplus milk will be sold, 
and boys graduating from this work will be

home. The work is in charge of H. I. 
Wooly, an expert farmer, with a dozen as. 
sistant workers, several of whom are older 
boys from the home. There are 160 acres in 
alfalfa, 17 in asparagus, 12 in orchard fruits, 
© in truck garden, the remainder in corn 
and other field crops. When the home ix 
moved to these premises in September, 
this large diversified farm will provide am- 
ple opportunities for the boys to earn mon- 
ey. 

The MeKinley Home engages in other 
industries than agriculture. For many years 
it has operated a print shop, which, in ad- 
dition to publishing the McKinley Home 
Record, a periodical for the boys, does a 
considerable business in job printing. This 
work will be expanded in the new location, 
and many of the older boys will be grad- 
uated each year into positions in the print- 
ing trades. 

Laundrymen are also turned out by the 
home, all of the laundry work being done 


by the boys under modern laundry arrange 


ments. The laundry wagon business will 
be practiced in the new location under the 
supervision of the Laundrymen's Associa- 
tion, so that the boys will have an oppor- 
tunity to learn every detail of the business. 
The cooking of the home is performed in a 
way to instruct the boys in cooking from 
the professional angle. One of the new 
trades to be fostered is that of automobile 
mechanics, Considerable variety is there- 
fore provided to meet the varying special 
bents of the many boys who spend periods 
varying from a few to eight or ten years 
in the home. 

Opportunity for well-rounded juvenile life, 
bent of study, recreation, religious influ- 
ence, self-expression, and work, are provided 
by the McKinley Home without requiring 
the boys to devote their time toward paying 
their own way.

Problems Worry 


oldest they are 


UCCESSFULLY growing vegetables in 

the same district for ten years in 

competition with Japanese, paying the 
same high rent and water rate as the ori- 
entals, and yet providing a family of four- 
teen children with a good home, the best 
.of food and clothing and an education is 
the honorable record of Peter Callas, a 
market gardener of Maywood, who special- 
izes in early spring potatoes and late cauli- 
flower. For several years prior to taking 
up vegetable culture, Mr. Callas raised 
hogs, but he gradually worked into the 
truck “game” because of certain 
restrictions nlaced on swine productions in 


Southern California district. Early in the 
spring, the land is plowed and harrowed, 
turning under the cauliflower stubble from 
the previous crop. The potatoes are plant- 
ed in February and are dug late in May and 
June, usually finding good sale on both local 
and shipping markets as box goods. 


The potato digger leaves the soil in good com 


condition and soon after the spuds are dug. 
it is laid off in checks and flooded, then 
disked and plowed for cauliflower. Just 
about the time the potatoes are beginning 
to be taken out, several open beds are pre- 
pared for cauliflower seed and planted. 
Snowball is the first sort and the plants

such a close-in section as ums. ine “row 
has been a hard one to hoe,” he says, but 
now, with his husky sons about him, he is 
preparing to “go in” the vegetable game 
heavier than ever. 

In the Maywood, once known as the Fruit- 
land, district he is known as one of the few 
white men who have successfully survived 
oriental competition. This fertile area has 
been planted almost exclusively to potatoes 
in the spring and cauliflower in fall for many 
years. Common with many farming com- 
munities around Los Angeles, a type of spe- 
cialized vegetable production has been 
evolved there, a type not practiced in any

are ready to be.set by August 1 at least, 
and often earlier. Early, medium and late 
Pearl, or new strains developed from these 
sorts, are planted in the order named for 
successive harvesting. In this way, two 
crops a year are taken trom the same land, 
with ample time between to prepare it prop- 
erly for each crop. 

Mr. Callas, with his boys, has eighteen 
acres all planted to potatoes. While most 
of their Japanese competitors had poor 
stands on account of necrosis injury to seed 
used, they secured good seed stock and dug 
a very even field of “spuds” this year.

As living conditions in the district, with 
the influx of orientals, were not favorable to 
rearing his large family, Mr. Callas pur 
chased a home in Huntington Park, two or 
three miles from his land, where the chil- 
dren are close to the public and high 
schoois. It is not easy to live away from 
your scene of operations when in the truck- 
farming business, but in the case of this 
grower it is necessary for the welfare of

ful in handling them as when first exposed 


to the air the skin is very tender and easily 
damaged. When the desired number of 
rows are dug, lugs are carried into the field 
on a flat rack or a sled and distributed even- 
ly between rows. Packers then fill the Jugs, 
putting in only tubers above the size of an 
egg. They are carefully “topped,” a practice 
allowable with potatoes, and when complete- 
ly filled, a number of vines are placed over 
the top to protect the tubers from sun- 
burn and later from damage in loading. 
The flat rack or sled is again utilized in 
earrying the filled lugs to the roadside, 
where the truck is waiting. Mr. Callas has

The acreage 
will all be in before Steven and John have 
to go back to school, but “Pete” Junior and 
his father will be able to care for the crop 
until it matures; then, with the help of the 
other two after school, it can be cut and 
marketed without outside help. 

Every market gardener cannot dispose of 
his labor problem so easily but if he does 
have a family of boys, he should be able, to

As for Madame, she very soon 
ghowed the Duke's friends, who 
Dad done his first wife to death, 
that in her they had a tougher 
mut to crack.

Outspoken, po 
of a good stock of common-sense, 
auite conscious of her own worth 
and position. determined to have 
the honor due to her rank, strong-

She always paid every respect to 
Louis XIV. and for many years en- 
joyed his friendship and protec- 
tion. She was fond of hunting, 
end frequently rode with the King. 
which gave her especial opportuni- 
is ear with her 
grievances. She was too wise to 
overdo this, and so stood well with 
the King. But when Madame de 
Maintenon's influence became par- 
amount, Madame lost prestige at 
court. 

Doubtiess it was her own proud 
temper and her too outspoken criti- 
cism that made Madame de Main- 
tenon ner enemy. 

In her letters, which she knew 


were invariably opened by court 
attaches, she repeatedly referred 
to the kings favorite by the most 
unlovely of epithets. The result 
was that gradually the door of the 
King’s private apartments was 
closed to her. of which she bitter- 
ly complained. 

For instance, in 1696 she writes 
to her aunt, the Duchess of Han- 
over: “My son's wife is a disgust- 
ing creature who gets drunk as a 
fiddier three or four times a week. 
She no affection for me and 
if I go anywhere with her, I can- 
not get a word out ot Her. It is 
the Maintenon who bas made her 
o suspicious of me. For the rest 
the. King prefers all his bastards 
to me. and when we go anywhere 
with him. it is for the Princesses 
that the ladies are sent for. They 
are all received in the King’s pri- 
vate circle. and every evening I 
have to watch Madame de Chartres 
go into the King’s cabinet while 
the door ts shut in my face.” 

In the same letter she mentions 
that the times are hard. Then 
she adds: “It is not of the times, 
however. that I complain. but be- 
cause it is impossible to have any 
peace here... The young people 


have such brutal manners that 
they frighten one and I can neither 
talk to them nor remain in their 
company.” A complaint that has 
been made in every age of the ris- 
ing generaticn. 

It will be seen from these ex- 
tracts that Madame was no com- 
placent princess. She hated her 
enemies, loved invective, had an 
ear well attuned to scandal, an 
eye keen for the misdoings of her 
contemporaries, and no great re- 
spect for anyone except her own 
family. 

Many of the letters are written 
to the Duchess of Hanover, who 
was that Electress Sophia whose 
son in time became George 1 of 
Dngland. Of that son, by the 
way, Madame had a very poor 
opinion, even though he was her 
cousin. James IJ. who was in 
exile in France, she pitied and 
esteemed, though she recognized 
his weakness. William of Orange 
she liked and respected, though 
she tells scandalous stories of him. 
The Dauphin of France she had 
little use for, though she approved 
of his wite. She is caustically 
critical of the lovely little Princess 
Marie-Adelaide of Savoy, who at 
the age of 11 was brought to 
France as the bride of the Dau- 
phin's eldest son. Madame ac- 
cuses Madame de Maintenon of 
spoiling the child, and insinuates 
that the little Princess was wise 
enough to curry favor in the right 
quarters. Thus she relieves her 
self of her own bitterness. 

But Madame is not always dit 
ter. She really has a tender heart 
and kindly feelings, t where her 
enemies are concerned she is—like 
most mortals—eplenetic. 

The volume makes intensely in- 
teresting reading. The letters have 
been carefully selected and edited 
and arranged chronologically, so 
as to avoid.repetitions. They ex- 
tend from 1661 to 1708.

Everywhere success seemed to 
crown his efforts. His paper. the 
Marion Star, developed into a 
great and influential organ; 8 
defeated for Governor of Ohio, he

JOSEPH CONRAD. -REALIST 


Joseph Conrad died last Sun- 
day at Bishop's Bourne, England, 
at the age of 67. With his death 
the world loses a novelist noted for 
cosmopolitan breadth of vision, for 
subtiety and insight in the analysis 
of human conduct and for rare fin- 
ish and beauty of style. 

As befitted a retired sea captain, 
turned novelist, he chose to write 
of the sea and of the far places, 
remote from the humdrum life 
of cities and suburbs. Beginning to 
write at the age of 38, he brought 
to his work a wide experience of 
men and places, great maturity of 
judgment, poise, and a philosophic 
attitude toward life. But for him 
the edge of life had not been dulled

His characters, too, give one the 
effect of being drawn from life, 
though they breathe a more highly 
charged air, live in emotional alti- 
tudes, as it were. Perhaps this is 
romanticism. But, on the other 
hand, it may be argued that it is 
here that Conrad passes into a 
realm of higher realism than that 
usually signified by the word. 

It may be, indeed, that Conrad's 
realism borders on romanticism be- 
cause his vision of life is different 
from that of the ordinary writer 
of realistic fiction. The realist is 
subject to his own vision, to his 
own limitations; he is confined by 
the sweep and breadth and strength 
of his own mind, just as much as 
is the romanticist. 

To Conrad, the world was a 
place of wonder and of potential 
delight; man was always reaching 
out to grasp this wonder and this 
delight, and, because of his own 
vulnerability, his weakness, the 
complexity of his desires, his vacil- 
lation of purpose or his betrayal 
of his own nature, he is always 
frustrated. Thus man seems shad- 
owed by an implacable fate. But, 
looking deeper, we see that the 
fault is not in our stars but in our- 
selves that we are underlings. 

This it is that gives intensity and 
passion and vibrancy to his tales, 
and that at the same time gives 
them a tang of unreality and the 
glamor of romance. 


THE TASK OF THE NOVELIOT 

Conrad himself said: “My task 
which I am trying to achieve is, 
by the power of the written word, 
to make you hear, tc make you 
feel—it is, before all, to make 
you see. That—and no more, and 
it is everything. If I shall succeed 
you shall find thers according to 
your deserts: encouragement, con- 
so lat ion, fear, charm— all you de- 
mand and, perhaps, also that 
glimpse of truth for which you 
have forgotten to ask.” 

Note well those words: ‘‘Accord- 
ing to your deserts.“ In other 
words, in so far as you have the 
rind and the imagination and the 
appreciation, you can draw on 
Conrad's store of treasure, and so. 
too, according to the depth and 
intensity of your conception of 
life you may class Conrad as ro- 
manticist or realist. 


CONRAD'S ARTISTIC CREED 

In his preface to The Nigger of 
the Narcissus” Conrad gives an 
inkling to his artistic creed: 

“The artist appeals to that part 
of our being which is not depend- 
ent on wisdom; to that in us which 
is a gift and not an acquisition— 
and, therefore, more permanently 
enduring.

‘WITH ORCHESTRA AT BOWL 


Forty singers, fifteen violinists 
and thirteen pianists competed for 
the donor of appearing with the 
Summer Symphony Orchestra, and 
Conductor Alfred Hertz will hear 
the soleists selected by a commit- 


tee of judges this morning at the 
‘Bowl. One singer, one violinist 


‘and one pianist will be selected 


from those who, the judges have 
decided, evinced an artistry which 
Los Angeles should hear. The win- 
ner is also to be given a recital 
im the fall. 

The judges composed newspaper 
music critics, composers, teachers 
of voice, violin and piano (who 
had no students entered in the con- 
test.) including some of the ablest 
musicians in California. The con- 
testants were heard in a standard 
or concerto, and the judges 
Ustened from behind a screen. 

The standard for violin and pi- 
ano was found to be particularly 
high and, although there were sev-" 
eral good voices, the average was 


mot as high. This does fot hold 


that all the violinists and pianists | 


who competed will become Elmans 
and Paderewskis, but there were 
more than a few whose work mer- 


ited the serious attention of the 
judges. 
Among the singers, however. 


there were several voices of pur- 
ity, warmth and beauty, and witha! 
an evidence of musicianship, but as 
singer after singer contested there 
‘was a most pitiable lack of fine 
vocal quality. Faulty breathing. 
an effort’ to sing artas years 
beyond the student, and such vo- 
cal sins as poor enunciation. 
breaking of phrases, sliding, flat- 
ting. poor placement and unmusi- 
eclanly ion were not un- 
usual. 

The fault of all this lies with 
beth teacher and student. There 
fe, if one can judge by these con- 
testants, whom it was hoped would 
represent Los Angeles’ best, a great 
deal of poor voice teaching. Of 
course there also is much good 
teaching and among the lot were 

who gave evidence of hav- 
ing obtained the things 
vocal teachers expected to 
teach. 

Among some matters pertaining 
te fire singing which voice special- 
iste, at least some of them, do not 
teach, is musicianship. No matter
